All the bearings mentioned aro Magaotic , and all the distances expressed in iniles are Geograpbical, unless 
the coutrary is stated . 

If a vessel from the Eastwardt passea Strays loint at the distance of 5 miles from the shore, and steeri a 
W. by 8. course exactly , she will pass thic most suuthorly projection of tho Northumberland Paint Reet at 
the distance of 4Amileo, kad tho Light at the distance of 55 miles , and clear Gunner s Quoin . This is 
the linul Northward within which no saling vessel should be tound . It securos every advantages that could 
possibly be obtained by a claser course , and at that distance the light will be brilliant. 

Preruutions. - In clear weather , the Light may be seen , when 5 or 6 miles Eastward at Struys Point, 
from a look -out at the height of 35 feet , and at the vessel then should chance to be close in shore, .by steering 
the above course who might touch the shoal off Struys Point. To guard against this , when the Light is first 
seen, of should be brought immediately to bear W. hy N. , and keepug this bearing of the Light, the vessel 
will pass 2 miles to the Southward of any danger respecting Struys Point. 

Care should be taken when approaching the land before the Light is discovered , for in hazy weather . 
or from spray in a fresh breeze , combined with the distance of Struys Point (about 15 miles ), the Light may 
he faint or altogether abacured , and the vessel may get within the line of danger. Ondor these circumstances, 
the Lead should not be neglected , and the depth should not be less than 20 fathoms, without putting about 
immediately to the South . 

Tht like precaations are required in the day time, particularly in foggy weather , for the high land of Agal 
has may be invisible , while the sand bills of struys Bay and the breakers off Northumborland Point are dis 
tinctly seen . On those occasions it is difficult to determine whether the vessel 19 to the Eastward or Westward 
ot Struss Point ; because the shore features of the Bay Eastward of that Point, ale similar to those of Stry s 
Bay , although the extent is less. 

Sailing vessels in particular should adhere to the rules, for if it should fall calm , the heavy swell which 
constantly rolls towards the shore would carry them with it, and the only resource , that of anchoring , would 
probably be of no avail from the rocky nature of the bottom , combuued with the swell. Tho " St. Muuga" 
is said to have been wrecked in this way . 

Coming from the Westward , the Light will be seen first on * S. 57 ° 15 E. bearing. The extremo eoul 
of the low ground called Gunner s Quoin Point beara N. 32 ° 30 W. from the Light House , distant 194 miles , but 
it is not visible from it . The sea was remarked breaking a long way of the Point - It will therefore be ne 
cessary to keep off vatil the Light becomes visible . 

With the preparations hare given, there will be as little dauger in rounding Agulhas as in eppading the Cape 
of Good Hope, or indeed any other head land . 

2. Description of the Land and Shore about Agulhas . 
Cape Agulhas is defined to be the rocky projection from the South East dorner of the Agulhas Promontory , 
the centre of which Promdatory is about 4th of a mile Westward of the projection , and about 900 - yards more 
Southerly , being the most Southern part of Africa . 
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Descriptum of the Land . The features of the land about Agulhas distinguish it from the neigl bouring head 
lands. A ridge-shaped undulating clump, rising from the Hat ground , is separated into four ridge-shaped hilla 
by irregular ravines running scarly true East and West . The middle ridges entor, wedge- like, at the East-end , 
and are lost towards the centre , where the raviue widens to & mile in breadth . The middle ridges are the 
lowest, the Northern and Southern are nearly of equal beight. .. 

Viewed at a distance from the seaward , Fasterly or Westerly , the North and South elevations being seen 
nearly end on , reseinble two oblong hummucks ; but the former extending more Easterly appears the highest 
as seen from the Eastward . 

Vjewed at a distance from the Southward , the South ridge masks the others , save at their East end , but 
chor ravines being hid , the whole appear to be united (only the South and middle ridges are noticed on the 
chart . They are all given on Col. MICHELL s plan .) 

The liighest part of the South ridge is 455 fert above the level of the sea , and its true meridional distance 
from the shore is alınost exactly one mile . From this point the desccut Eastward is rather gradual. Westward 
the descent is at first, steep , then slightly undulatfs. Southward it is steep, then apdulates to within 300 yards 
of the shore, where the ground becomes fat . 

On the first undulation from the shore , which is about 15 feet above the level of the sea, nearly true 
South of the highest point before mentioned , and N. 30 ° W., 520 yards from Cape Agulhas, the Light llouse 
is built , 

This spot was selected by the Masters of Il. M. Ships President, Brilliant and Rusamoni , (Messrs . 
RE:ks, Russel and stron ), under the command of Capt Footh , R. N., in conjunction with Lieut.- Gulone !

The Light commanils to seaward betwerin E. and N. W. by W., or more correctis , E. to N. 574 17W . 

Description of the Shorr -West of the Agulhas l romontury the shore bends North -westerly , then round 
to the head -laud called Ciummer s loin , forming an irurgular shallow incurvatiou of Abont 19 miles in breadth . 
Immediately to the E , N. K. of the l rouontory are two cleege indentations. The firzt called St. Mungo s 
inlet . The next is deeper and wider , and the projection which separates thern is called St. Mungo s Point. 
Froin the last. inlet the shore ruus jogged to the dangerous projection called Northumberland Point, the site of 
the wreck of the ship “ Duke of Wurthumberland , which l oint forus the west born of Struys Bay . 

The whole of the beach , from the west of the Agullins l romontory 10 Northumberland Point, consists 
of rugged sand stone and quartz rocks, or rochy reet; perfectly impracticable even for a hont. At the Promontory 
groups of rock prevail ; at the Cape, rocks, and rocky reet, estruling out a third of a mile. At the inlets, Ant 
rocky rrof exposed nt low water for a third of a mile ; chener rocky to Northumberland Point, where it is sand 
and reef . 

Exposed to the winterrupted villations of the Southern ( cran , the sea breaky heavy on this iron bound 
shore , particularly during Southern winds . I vessel touching upon it , las not the slightest chance of escaping 
destruction , 

The coast between Northumberland l oint, anel Struss l oint, viz ., of Struys Bay , is low and sandt , but ! 
short distance from the bruch , there is a line of sand bulls varying from 50 o 1.0 fert in height, some of them 
covered with dark coloured buds, a feature that distinguishes the coast fronı Struys Point to the next Premio 
Kastward of it . There is a high lud sutricicuily dear tu interfere with the distinguishing claracier avec toilta 
Nortlıward of Agulhas, as vieweil from the connarii. 

Northumborrland Puent bears last from the Light 34 miles. It is low and sandy immediately on the beach , 
but a very dangerous Irige of rocks Menus $ . 37 " . E., I mile from the Point, and a detaclırıl soch was 
fixed by intersection while breaking , which places ir 9. j4.311 E., & miles from the Point ; and $ .N1 : 10 
E., 41 tuiles from the light. The < stronie of Northumberland Pomt rref hears $ . 774 80 E., 3,".. miles 
nearly from the Light. Westward trom the l oint the rects extend about one -third of a mile and break heavily 
which the wind is from the S. E. In one or two places it breaks further out but in no place exceeds hulf a mile. 

Struys Pout is the outer estreme ol si maraules of sand hills, and as before stated , forms the Eastern turn out 
Struys Bay . I benrs from Northumberland Point, which is the Western horn , N. 79.31 E., 11 miles 
(rstiinated ), and N. 520,20 E., Vis miles froin the lighthouse. This point is more dmgerous than Northumberland 
Point, inasmuch as the reels lie much further off the shore, and there is no high land to enable the mariner 
to drlermine his position . L ircumstances did not allow uſ this Point being included in the Agulhas survey ; but 
during a strong South -saster it was remarked from the summit of the saud hills near the Point, that the reei 
extended seaward about 3 miles, and was the breaking with fury . 

Like Northumberland Point, the color of the water off this Poiut changes to seaward from brown to light, 
then dark green : from which it may be inferrul, together with the hnown shallowness of the water of Northum 
berland l oint, that the Lead us well as the color of the wnter , will always warn a ship of the approach of 
Janger . 

Struys Bay is formed by Struys Point to the Enst and Northumberland Point to the West . The landing 
place is in a small bay or cove! 11. the N. W. of Norihuniberland Point, sheltered by a projecting shelf of 
shingle from each extreniily of the core . The jelty, constructed from pieces of wreck , renders the landing 
masy ; but at the outer looms of the stringlo there is only water sutticient for a boat at quarter food in fine 
weather . Three or four huts at the lend of the jetty , point out its position from the Bay. Immediately in 
thr neighbourhood , on higher ground , is a stone dwelling house , with a signal staff a few yards behind it , terined 
the telegraplı station the chart. 

3.- Instructions for Anchoring in Struys Bay, Currents, Tides, fc. 
The marks for anchoring are the large stoue honse nienr the beach W. S., and the sandy estreme of 
Northumberland Point 8. W. by S., in 5 fathoms sund . llore the hottom is clear, while to the westward and 
uenrer to the reef where the water is smoother the bottom is foul --rocks interspersed with patches of sand . The 
latter is unsafe, the cable is" liable to snup fron fouling the rocks, an accident that befel L. M. Vessel " Dee, ” 
while, lying there in a light South -westerly wind accompanied by the usual swell . 

Directions for . Tuchoring.- Veseels from the westward , intending to anchor in this bay , should not bring 
the light house io benr more iTesterly thau W. by N. N., until Northumberland Point benrs N. W. N. Then 
Bfect X.X. E. or N. E. by N. until the stone house before mentioned bears W , N. W. This will lead clear of 
the outer detarbed roofs off Northumberlund Point. Proceed then to N. W. and bring the anchorage marks op . 

The light will not be risible fron this anchoring ground , owing to the swell of the intervening land . 
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Precautions respecting $ truys Bay.Shelter may be obtained in this bay during Westerly and Worth 
Westerly winds only . . Nune is affordod with the wind between 8. W. round to the Southward and East . 
With any of the latter winde it is a safe , if not iinpossible , to ride in this bay, for the sea rises to such an extend 
as to break in 7 or 8 fathoms, 4 circumstance that was remarked on two occasions while II . M. Steamer . Demi 
was standing off waiting for the weather to moderate to enablo lier to anchar . At the time of anchoring , 
Although the wind liad subsided for several hours , the water nearly broke in " fathoms where the anchor was 
let go ; and at the place from whence she had put to sea three days before in vitathoms, the sea was breaking 
heavily . As a general rule , ressels sceking sheltur in this bay in a N. W. gnle , should put to sea inmediately 
after it subsides : for thc wind frequently changes in a few hours from a strong N. W.to a S. E. or Sonchi 
point; in which case it is very difficult to work but in conscquence of the heavy sea that rises with these winds . 

Currents . During the examinations of the coast ( Sept. 18:15 ) no current was observed in Struys Bay , 
nor abuut the coast. ? niles from the shore, as far to the westward of Agulhas as the letter E.on the chart : huit 
it was coufidently asserted by fishermen , and the residents at Struys Bay, that a very strong current frequently 
sets to the Westward round Northumberland Point. 

Tides.Circumstances did not allow of the Tides being observed with due accuracy , Two copper plugs 
were let into rocke 8. W. of the light House to mark the higla and low water points nearly at Spring Tides .

4 .-- Description of the Light Apparatus, 
This Light is of the first or most brilliant clues, and in the work of Mr. IIENNY LE M AUTE . It is 
constructed upon what is technically called the Dioptric principle . 

A bollow cylinder ,with a paraboloiid 10p) of about 19 feet in circumference, and 10 fret in height, is com 
posed (omitting a dwor way ) of 2 borizontal tiers of glass and reflectors . firmly fixed in a ractallic frame 
work of his compartments ; su that cach tier is divided intu sis circular segments . 

The centre tier is a large loop - shaped plano- convex luns, 11 inches in depth . Next , o liers of circular 
prisms above and 8 below the contre lens, Theu 7 tiers of reflectors above and tiers below . Three-fourths 
of the circumfcreure of the cylinder is formed by this combination . The remaining yualrant which is towards the 
lumil , and its centre due Norih , serves for the door way into the cylinder ; but the door is lined with twn large 
concave: nuetallie reflecturs, each two feet in breadth and three ferd in height. 

The burner , consisting one of four concentric Argan Wichs, ! inches in diunctor, is placed in the centre of 
the cylinder in the focus of the large lous. It is supplied with oil by a force pump oriven by clock -work ; anet 
there is a simple contrivance, wbich gives notice lng the ringing ros a bell whenthe reservoir requires to be replenished. 

The frame work of the lenticular ( the name given to the whole combination ) is firmly attached to a cast - iron 
circular floor, supported by a stein of cast iron ; the lower and ot which is let into a bluch of granite resting 
aspon the crown of the supporting doine , whicre it ( the stone ) is surrounded loy nuesoury . 

Thc theory of the Leuticular may be indler- 100d , as follows : . The burner being in the focus of the 
plann -conves luns , the rays of light thint impinge upon the inner plane surface, emerye onlside horizontal.

The tiers of reflectors commence at the height and depression where the still grenter inclination of the im 
pinging rays from the burner would cause a prism to decompose them in thc horizontal direction into the 
prismatic or rainbow colours . The reflectors are concavr towarıls the lens, their curvatures increasing us they 
recede from the centre lens. They reflect the rays that fill upon them to the prisms, wlience they are sent out 
horizontal. 

The two large reflectors behind on the inside of the door return the rays from their direction to the large 
iens, through which they escape horizontal. 

This all the light from the burner , save the small quantity that escapes up the chimney glass, is bent into 
one brilliant horizoutal sheet to overspread the horizon . 

This splendid specimen of skill 15 protected by a Lautern 10. feet in diameter, or 33 feet in circumference , 
glazeil with thick plate glass, and surmounted by a copper dome, from which a lightning conductor of wire 
rope descends to the ground . 

The Light House was planued by Lieut. Colonel MICHELL , the late talented Surveyor General at the Cape, 
who made a journey to Paris for the express purpose of selecting the Lenticular Apparatas. 

It may be proper to mention , that the Tower of the Light Blouse is to be painted , and will show alternate 
horizontal bands of white and red , two of each .

To punish tampering with the Army or Navy . 
Whercas the laws ip force for punishing mutiny 
and sedition do not sufficiently provide for the 
punishment of all perso1js endeavouring to stir 
up mutiny and sedition among the forces of the 
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East India Company, or to seduce them froma 
their allegiance and duty, It is enactedman follows: 

1. Every person who maliciously and advised 
ly endeavours to reduce any bierkin or persons 
kerving or engaged to serve in the Military or 
Naval forces of the East Lidia Company, from his 
or their allegiance to Her Majesty, or duty to the 
said Company, or who endeavours to stir up any 
person or persona belonging to either of the said 
services to cominuit may act of mutiny , or to make 
or endeavour to make any.mutinoue assembly , or 
to comınit any traiborous or nutinous practice 
whatsoever, shall; on conviction , suffer transporta 
tion for life , or imprisonment with or without 
hard labour for any tern not louger than seven 
years as the Court shall adjudge. 

II. Any person charged with any offence, pun 
ishable under this Act, may be committed by any 
Magistrate within the territories under the Go 
vernment of the East India Company , and may 

be 
tried by any Court,which would have been com 
petent to try him , if his offence had been coininit . 
ted within the ordinary jurisdiction of the Court. 
III . No Court shall on the trial of

under this Act requiro any Futwa from any law 
Officer. 

IV . This Act shall not exenipt any person 
governed by the articles of war froin being tried 
by a Court Martial, and punished according to the 
articles of war , nor any person belonging to the 
Indian Navy from being tried by a Court Martial 
and punished according to the laws for the obser 
vance of discipline in the Indian Navy ; but no 
person shall be tried for the same offence under 
the said articles or laws, and also under this act.

It has been thought advisable to reverse the logical order of the matter connected with the establishment 
of this Light, so that what is most wanted should appear first, and further information be had by reference to 
the particular heads.

1.- General Sailing Instructions for Passing Agulhas.

The Light can be seen in clear weather in any direction seaward , between East and North West by West, 
at the distance of six longues from a deck 15 feet high . It is a steady white Light. 

All the bearings mentiuued are Magactic , and all the distances expressed in miles are Geographical, unless 
the contrary is stated . 

If a vessel from the Fastward passes Struys l oint at the distance of 5 miles from the shore, and steers a 
W. by $ . course cxactly, she will pass the most Southerly projection of the Nortbumberland Point Reef at 
the distance of 44 miles , and the Light at the distance of 5. miles , and clear Gunner s Quoin . This is 
the limit Northward withíu which no sailing vessel should be found . It secures every advantage that could 
possibly be obtained by a closer course , and at that distance the Light will be brilliant. 

Precautions. In clear weather, the Light may be seen , when 5 or 6 miles Eastward of Struys Point, 
from a look - out at the height of 35 feet ; and it the vessel then should chance to be close in shore , by steering 
the above course, she night touch the shoal off Struys Point. To guard against this , when the Light is first 
seen , it should be bronght in mediately to bear W. by N .; and keeping this bearing of the Light, the vessel 
will pass 2 miles to the Southward of any danger respecting Strays Point, 

Care should be taken when appronching the land before the Light is discovered , for in bazy weather , 
or from spray in a fresh brecze, combined with the distance of Struys Point (about 15 miles), the Light may 
bo faint or altogether obscured , and the vessel may get within the line of danger . Uuder these circumstances, 
the Lend should not be neglected , and the depth should not be less thau 20 fathoms, without putting about 
immediately to the South . 

The like precautions are required in the day time, particularly in foggy weather ; for the high land of Agul 
has may be invisible , while the sand lulls of Sirnys Bay and thic breakers off Northumberland Poiat are dis 
tinctly seen . On these occasions it is difficult to deterinine whether the vessel is to the Enstward or Westward 
of Struya Point ; hecnuse the shore features of the Bay Eustward of that Point , aro similar to those of Struys 
Bay, although the extent is less . 

Sailing vessels in particular should adhere to the rules , for if it should fall calm , the heavy swell which 
constantly rolls towards the shore would carry them with it, and the only resource, that of anchoring, would 
probably be of no avail from the rocky nature of the button , combined with the swell . The " St. Maugo" 
is said to have beeu wrecked in this way . 

Comiug from the Westward , the Light will be seen first on a S. 57° 15 E. bearing... The extreme end 
of the low ground called Gunner s Quoin Point bears N. :12° 30 W. from the Light House , distant: 194 miles; but 
it is not visible from it . The sea was remarked breaking a long way of the Point, it will therefore,be do 
cessary 

to keep off until the Light Irecomes visible . 

With the precautions here given , there will be as little danger in rounding ligulhas as in rounding the Cape 
of Good llope, or indeed any other head land . 

2.-- Description of the Land and Shore about Agulhas. 
Cape Agulhas is defined to be tho rocky projection from the South East corner of the Agulhas Promontory , 
the centre of which Promontory is about th of a mile Westward of the projection, and about 300 yards more 
Southerly , beiug the most Southeru part of Africa .

The highest part of the South ridge is 453 feet above the level of the sea, and its true meridional distance 
from the shore w amthat exactly one mile . From this point the descent Eastward is rather gradual. Westward 
the desire first stoep , then slightly undulates. Southward it is steep , then undulates to within 300 yards 
of thestoto, where the ground becomes fat. 

On the first undulatian from the shoro, which is about 55 feet above the level of the sea , nearly true 
South of the highest point before mentioned , and N. 30 ° W., 520 yards from Cape Agulhas , the Light House 
is built . 

This spot was selected by the Masters of H. M. Ships President, Brilliant And Rorumond , (Messrs . 
Roxs, RUBABL and ASHTON ), under the cuninand of Capt FOOTE, R. N., in conjunction with Lieut.- Colonel 
MICALL . 

The Light commands to neaward between E. and N. W. by W., or more correctly , E. to N. 57 ° 15 W. 

Description of the Shore .-- West of the Agullas Promontory the shore bends North -westerly , then round 
to the head - land called Gunner s Quoin , forming an irregular shallow incurvation of about 19 iniles in breadth . 
Immediately to the E. N. E. of the Promontory are two deep indentations. The first called St. Mungo s 
indet . The next is deeper and wider , and the projection which separates them is called St. Mungo s Point. 
Froin the last inlet the shore runs jngged to the dangerous projection called Northumberland Point, the site of 
the wreck of the ship “ Duke of Northumberland ," whichi Point forms the west horn of Struys Bay . 

The whole of the beach , from the west of the Agulhas Promontory to Northumberland Point, consists 
of rugged sand stone and quartz rocks, or rocky reef , perfectly impracticablc even for a bout. At the Promontory 
groups of rock prevail ; at the Cape, rocks , and rocky reef, extending out a third of a mile . At tho inlets, flat 
rocky roef exposed at low water for a third of a mile ; thence rucky tu Northumberland Poiut, where it is eaod 
and reeſ. 

Exposed to the uninterrupted oscillations of the Southern Ocean , the sen breaks heavy on this iron bound 
shore, particularly during Southern winds . A vessel touching upon it , has not the slightest chance of escaping 
destruction . 

The coast between Northumberland Point, and Struys Point, viz. , of Struys Bay, is low and sandy , but a 
short distance from the beach , there is a line of sand hills varying from 50 to 150 feet in height, some of them 
covered with dark coloured bush , a feature that distinguishes the coast from Struys Point to the next Point 
Eastward of it . There is no high lund sufficiently near to iuterfere with the distinguishing character of the hillo 
Northward of Agullus, as viewed from the seaward . 

Northumberland Point bears Enst from the Light : miles. It is low and snndy immediately on the beach ; 
but a very dangerous ledge of rocks extends S. 370.30 E., I mile from the Point, and a detached rock was 
fixed by intersection while breaking , which places it s . 519.30 E., & miles from the Point ; and S. 810.40 
E., 44 miles from the Light. The extreme of Northumberland Point reef bears S. 77º.30 E., 34 miles 
nearly from the Light. Westward from the point the reels extend about one- third of a mile and break heavily 
when the wind is from the 8. E. In one or two pluces it breaks further out but in no place exceeds half a mile . 

Struys Point is the outer extreine of a number of sand bills, and as before stated , forms the Eastern born of 
Struys Bay. It bears from Northamberland Point, which is the Western horn , N. 79 ° .30 8., 1l miles 
( estimated ) , and N. 82° 20 E., 15 miles from the light house. This point is more dangerous thino Northumberland 
Poin t , inasmuch as the recfs lie much further uff ihe shiorr , and there is no high " laud to cnable the mariner 
to determine his position . Circumstances dill not allow of this point being included in the Agu !hay survey ; but 
during a strong South - easter it was remarked from the sumuit of the sand bills near the Point , that the recf 
extended seaward about 3 miles, and was then breaking with fury . 

Like Northumberland Point, the color of the water of this point changes to scaward from brown to light, 
thon dark green ; from which it may be inferred , together with the known shallowness of the water off Northum . 
berland Point, that the Lead as well as the color of the water, will always warn a ship of the approach of 
danger. 

Struys Bay is formed by Strays Point to the Erst and Northumberland Point to the West . The laruling 
place is in a small bay or cure to the N. W. of Northumberland Point, sheltered by a projecting shelf of 
shingle from each extremity of the cove. The jetty , constructed fronı pieces of wreck , renders the landing 
easy ; but at the outer horns of the shingle there is only water sufficient for a boat at quarter flood in fine 
weather . Three or four buts at the head of the jetty, point out its position from the Bay . Immediately in 
the neighbourhood , on higher ground, is a stove dwelling house , with a sigual staff a töw yards behind it, termed 
the telegraph staff on the chart. 

3.Instructions for Anchoring in Struys Bry, Currents , Tides, fc. 
The marks for anchoring are the large stone house near the beach W. & S., and the sandy extreme of 
Northumberland Point 8. W. hy 6., in 5 fathoms aand . Here the bottom is clear, while to the westward and 
nearer to the roof where the water is smoother the bottom is foul --rocks interspersed with patches of sand . The 
latter is unsafe , the cable is liable to snap from fouling the rocks, no accident that befel H. M. Vesuel " Dee, 
while, lying there in a light South -westerly wind accompanied by the usual swell. 

Directions for Anchoring . Vessels from the westward , iutending to anchor in this way , should not bring 
the light house to bear more Westerly than W.by N.N., until Northumberland Point bcurs N. W. N. Then 
steer N , N. E. or N. E. by N. until the stone house before inentioned bears W. N. W. This will lead clear of 
the outer detached recfs off Northumberland Point. Proceed them to N. W. and bring the anchorage marks on . 

The light will not be visible from this anchoring ground , owing to the swell of the intervening land .

Ourrents.---During the examinations of the Coast (Sept. 1848 ) no current was obserred in Strays Brya 
nor about the coast 23 miles from the shore , as far to the westward of Agulhas as the letter E. on the chart : bat

Tides.-- Circumstances did not allow of the Tides being observed with due accuracy . Two oopper plugs 
woro let into rocks S. W. of the Light llouse to mark the high and low water points nearly at Spring Tides . 
The comparisons with these plugs ou October 15 , 16 , 18 , 19 , 28 , 29, ( 1848), and an observation at the 
jetty in Struys Bay, on October 28 , give the establishment, and rise and fall, nearly similar to what prevails 
in Table Bay and Simon s Bay. 

Magnetic Pariation . This was determined by means of two Magnets, nu the flat ground betwoen the 
Light llouse and Beach . The result (29° 20 W.) has been employed for the compass bearings, given in thene 
Jontructions . 

4.-- Description of the Light Apparatus. 
This Light is of the first or most brilliant class, and is the work of Mr. HENRY LE PAUTE .. It is 
constructed upon what is technically called the Dioptric principle . 

A hollow cylinder with a paraboloid top of about 19 feet in circumference, and 10 feet in height, in com 
posed (oinitting a door way) of 28 horizontal ticrs of glass and reflectors, firmly fixed iu a metallic framo 
work of six compartments; so that each tier is divided into six circular segments . 

The centre tior is a large hoop-shaped plano - convex lens, 11 inches in depth . Next, 8 tiers of circular 
prianos above and 8 below the centre lens. Then 7 tiers of reflectors above and 4 tiers below . Three- fourths 
of the circumference of the cylinder is formed by this combination . The remaining quadrant which is towards the 
land , and its centre clue North , serves for the door way into the cylinder ; but the door is lined with two large 
concave metallic reflectors , each two feet in breadth and three feet in height. 

The burner, consisting of four concentric Argand Wicks, 4 inches in diameter , is placed in the centre of 
the cylinder in the focus of the large lens . It is supplied with oil by a force pump driven by clock -work ; and 
there is a simple contrivance , which gives notice by the ringing of a bell when the reservoir requires to be replenisbod . 

The frame work of the Lenticular (the name given to the whole combination ) is firmly attached to a cast -iron 
circular foor, supported by a stem of cast iron ; the lower end of which is let into a block of granite resting 
upon the crown of the supporting come, where it (the stone ) is surrounded by masonry . 

The theory of the Lenticular may be understood , as follows :-The burner being in the focus of the 
plano - convex lens, the rays of light that impinge upon the inner plane surface , emerge outside horizontal. 

The bases of the prisins are perpendicular inside ; their upper planes are horizontal, and their hypo 
theusal planes outside slant downwards and inwards. The depth of each base successively diminishes from 3 
inches to it inch in depth , in the order from the centre lens upwards and downwards, which is the order of the 
increasing inclination of the impinging rays from the burner. The effect of the prismatic form , is to turn the 
raya , 

and to send them out horizontal, upon the same principle by which objects in a horizontal direction in 
front of a Camera Lucida are seen by looking down into it. 

The tiers of reflectors commence at the height and depression where the still greater inclination of the in 
pinging rays from the burner would cause a prism to decoinpose them in the horizontal direction into the 
prismatic or rainbow colours. The reflectors are concave towards the lens, their curvatures increasing as they 
recede from the centre leus . They reflect the 

rays that fall 

upon them to the prisms, whence they are sent out 
horizontal. 

The two large reflectors behind on the inside of the door return the rays from their direction to the large 
Icns, throngh which they cscape horizontal . 

Thus all the light froin the burner, save the small quantity that escapes up the chimney glass , is bont inlo 
one brilliant horizoutal sheet to overspread the horizon . 

This splendid specimen of skill is protected by a Lantern 10 } fect in diameter , op 33 feet in circumference , 
glazed with thick plate glass , and surmounted by a copper dome, from which a lightning conductor of wire 
rope descends to the ground . 

The Light IIouse was planned by Lieut . Colonel MICHELL, the late talented Surveyor General at the Cape. 
who made a journey to l aris for the express purpose of selecting the Lenticular Apparatus . 

It may be proper to mention, that the Tower of the Light House is to be painted , and will show alternate 
horizontal bands of white and red , two of cach . 


Messrs. Rres , Care and Skead of II . M. Ships President, Nimrod and Dec, respectively, particularly 
Mr. SKEAD , provided a large portion of the Sailing Instructions. These , with the remainder by myself, T 
have arranged and compared carefully with the Chart recently constructed from measurement and rigorous tri 
gonometric calculation . The other matter is by myself, and I hold myself responsible for the accitraag of thewhole . 

I may add, that one of the trigonometric stations in the measurement of the Arc of the Meridian it on the 
highest point of the hill above the Light House ; by means of which , the Latitude and Longitude of the Light 
House are derived from the position of the Observatory. Thus the light is an exact Geographical Point.

The Afghan Army winder command of Ameer 
Dost Mahonnell khan retreated froin Peshawur on 
the 19th instant, and is today reported to have 
reached Dukkn , on the Western side of the Khyber 
Pass . The city I found untouched by the Afghans , 
the Ameer having directed the gates to be closed 
against his troops : but most of the garden -houses 
in its neighbourhood have been burnt, or otherwise 
rendered aninhabitable , and the Sikh Cantonment 
nt Alli Murdan Khan s Bagh has been burnt to the 
ground. Tho fort of Juinrood is also reported to 
Le destroyed .

Colonial Office, Cape of Good Hopony 15th December, 1848. 
A Light House having been erected at Cape Agalhas, near the Southernmost point of the Continent 
of Africa , the following Sailing Instructions for vessels approaching that point, bioh have been 
drawal up by T. MACLEAR , Esq ., F. R. S., Her Majesty s Astronomer Royal at the Cape of Good 
Hope, and which include a description of the land and shore about Agalhas instructions for anchoring 
in Struys Bay, and a description of the construction of the Light Apparatus , are , by:diraction of His 
Excellency the Governor, published for general information ,

CAPE AGULHAS LIGHT. 
It has been thought advisable to reverse the logical order of the matter connected with the establishment 
of this Light, so that what is most wanted should appear first, and further iufurmatiou be had bg. reference to 
the particular heads. 
The adopted arrangement is as follows :--

2. Descriptiou of the Land and Shore about Agulhas.

1.- General Sailing Instructions for Passing Agulhas.

The Light can be seen in clear weather in any direction scAward, between East and North West by West , 
at the distance of six leagues from a deck 15 feet bigh . It is a steady white Light, 

All the bearings mentioned are Maguetic, and all the distnuces expressed in miles are Geographical, unless 
the contrary is stated . 

If a vessel from the Eastwnrd passes Struys Point at the distance of 5 miles from the shore, and steers a 
W. by $ . course exactly , she will pass the most Southerly projection of the Northumberland Point Recf at 
the distance of 44 miles, and thic Light at the distance of 55 miles , and clear Gunner s Quoio . This is 
the limit Northward within which 10 sailing vessel should be found . It secures every advantaige that could 
possibly be obtained by a closer course , and at that distance the Light will be brilliant. 

Precautions.In clear weather , the Liglit may be seen , when 5 or 6 miles Eastward of Struys Point, 
from a look -out at the height of 33 feet ; and if the vessel then should chance to be close in shore , by steering 
the above course , she might touch the shonl off Struys Point . To guard against this, when the Light is first 
seen , it should be brouglit inmediately to bear W. by N .; and keeping this bearing of the Light, the vessel 
will pass 2 miles to the Southward of any danger respecting Struys Point. 

Care should be taken wheu approaching the land before the Light is discovered , for in hazy , weather , 
or from spray in a fresh breeze , combined with the distance of Struys Point (about 15 miles), the Light may 
be friat or altogether obscurell , and the vessel may get within the line of danger . Under these circumstances , 
the Lead should not be neglected , and the depth should not be less than 20 fathoms, without putting about 
imncdiutely to the South . 

The like pricautions are required in the day time, particularly in foggy weather ; for the high land of Agul 
has may be invisible , while the sund hills of Sirugs Bay and the breakers of Northumberland Point are dis 
tinctly scen . On tliese occasions it is difficult to determine whether the vessel is to the Eastward ar Westward 
of Struyó Point ; brcause the shore features of the Bay Eastward of that Point, are similar to those of Struys 
Bay , although the cxtcut is less . 

Sailing ressels in particular should adhere to the rules , for if it should fall calm , the heavy swell which 
constantly rolls towards the shore would carry them with it, and the only resource , that of anchoring , would 
probably be of no avail from the rocky nature of the bottom , combined with the swell. The..se St Muugo" 
is snid to have been wrecked in this way . 

Coming from the Westward , the Light will be secu first on a $. 57° 15 En bearing Thé extreme end 
of the low ground called Gunner s Quoin Point bears N. 52° 30 W. from the Light House , distant 197 miles, but 
it is not visible from it . The sen was remarked breaking a long way off the Point,-it will therefore be nc 
C essary to keep off until tho Ligbt becomes visible . 

With the precautions here given , there will be as little danger in rounding Agulhas as in rounding the Cape 
of Good llope, or inleed any othier head land . 

2.- Description of the Land and Shore about Agulhas. 
Cape Agulhas is defined to be the rocky projection from the South East corner of the Agulhas Promontory , 
the centre of whichi Promontory is about Ith of a inile Westward of the projection , and about 200 yards more 
Suutherly , being ilo inust Southern part of Africa .

Description of the Larid. --The features of the land åbout Agulhas distinguish it from the neighbouring liend 
lands. A ridge-shaped undulating clump, rising from the Ant ground, is separated into four ridge- shanped hills 
hy irregular ravines running Dearly true East and West . The middle ridges eater , weilge -like, at the East -end, 
aud are lost towards the contre where the ravine videns to a mile in breadth . The middle ridgos are the 
lowest , the Northern and soátiden med merely of yourheight. 

Viewed at a distance from the nomirard . Enater of Westerly, the North and South elevations being sceu 
nearly end on , resemble two oblong bumamodis , bat the formet öxtending more Easterly appears the highest 
as seen from the Eastwind . 

Viewed at M distance from the Southward , the South ridge masks the others, save at their Enst end ; but 
the ravines being hid the whold appear to be united (only the South and middle ridges are noticed on the 
chart . They are al given dis Coli MIONELL s plan .) 

The highest part of the South ridge is 455 feet above the level of the sea , and its tme meridional distance 
from the sböte is almost exactly one mile . From this point the descent Eastward is rather gradual. Westward 
the desceut to it Arsé ettep ; thon slightly undulates . Southward it is steep , then undulates to within 300 yards 
of the shore , whero the ground becomes fiat . 

On the first vindulation from the shore , which is abont 55 feet above the level of the sca , nearly true 
South of the highest point before mentioned , and N. 30° W., 520 yards from Cape Agulhas, the Light House 
is built . 

This spot pas selected by the Masters of II . M. Ships President, Brilliant and Resamond , (Messrs . 
REEA, RUSSBL and ASHTON ), under the command of Capt foute, R. N., in coujunction with Lieut.- Colonel 
MICHELL . 

The Light commands to seaward between E. and N. W. by W., or more correctly . E. to N. 570 1.3 W . 

Description of the Shore . - West of the Agulhas Promontory the whore bends North -westerly , then round 
to the head -land called Quoner s Quoin , forining nn irregular shullow incurvation of about 19 miles in brendth . 
Immediately to the E. N. E. of the Promontory arc iro deep indentations . The first called 8t. Mungo s 
inlet . The next is deeper and wider , and the projection which separates them is called St. Mungo s Point . 
From the last inlet the shore runs jagged to the dangerous projection called Northumberland Point, the site of 
the wreck of the ship “ Duke of Northumberland, " whichi Point forms the west huru of Struys Bay. 

The whole of the beach , from the west of the Agulhas Promoutory to Northumberland Point, consists 
of rugked sand stone and quartz rocks, or rocky reef , perfectly impracticable even for a bont . At the Propiontory 
groups of rock prevail ; at the Capc, rocks, and rocky reef, extending out a third of a mile . At the iulets , flat 
rocky reef exposed at low water for a third of a mile ; thence rocky to Northunberland Point, where it is sand 
rund recf. 

Exposed to the uninterrupted oscillations of the Southern Ocean , the sca lireaks lcary on this iron bound 
shore , particularly during Southern winds. A vessel touching upon it, lins not the slightest chauce of escaping 
destruction , 

The coast between Northumberland Point, and Struys loint, viz ., of Struys Bay, is low and sandy, but a 
short distance from the beach , there is a line of sand hills varying froni 50 to 150 feet in height, some of them , 
covered with dark coloured bush , a feature that distinguishes the const from Struys l oint to the next Point 
Eastward of it . There is no high Innd sufficiently near to interfere with the distinguishiug character of the bills 
Northward of Agullias, as viewed from the seaward . 

Northumberland Point bcars East from the Light 3 miles . It is low and sandy immediately on the beach ; 
hut a very dangerous ledge of rocks extends $ . 370.30 E., I mile from the Point, and a detached rock was 
fixed by intersection while breaking, which plocis it S. 549.330 E., , miles from the Point ; and $ . $ 14.10 
E., biniles from the Light. The extreme of Northumberland Point real bears S. 77.30 F., 3 miles 
ncurly from the Light. Westward from the Point the rects extend about one-third of a mile and broah leavily 
when the wind is from the S. E. In one or two places it, brcaks further out lout in no place exceeds half a milé . 

Struys Point is the outer extrenio of a nuniber of sand hills, and as before stated, fornis the Eastern horn of 
Struys Bay. It bears from Northumberland Point, which is the Western horn , N. 799.30 E., || iniles 
( estimated ), aud N. 829.20 E., 15 miles from the light house . This point is more dangerous thun Northumberland 
Point, inasipuch as the reefs lie much further off the shore , and there is no high land to enable themariner 
to determine his position . Circumstances did not allow of this Point being included in the Agulline survey ; but 
during a strong South - easter it was remarked from the summit of the sand hills near the Point, that llie reci 
extended seaward about 3 miles , and was theu breaking with fury . 

Like Northumberland Point, the color of the water off this Point changes to seuward fronu brown to light, 
then dark grecn ; from which it may be inferred , together with the known shallowness of the water off Northum 
berland Point, that the Lead as well as the color of the water, will always warn a ship of the appronch of 
danger 

Struye Bay is formed by Struys Point to the East and Northumberland Point to the West . The landing 
place is in a small bay or cove to the N. W. of Northumberland Point, sheltered by a projecting shelf of 
Shingle from each extremity of the cove. The jetty , coustructed from pieces of wreck, rendiers the landing 
easy ": but at the onter horns of the shingle there is only water sufficient for a boat at quarter Hood in fine 
wcather. Three or four huts at the head of the jetty, point out its position from the Bay. Imruediately in 
the neighbourhood , on higher ground , is a stone dwelling livuse , with a sigual slutf a few yards behind it, termed 
the telegraph staff on the chart. 

3. Instructions for Anchoring in Struys Buy, Currents, Tüles, & c . 
T he marks for anchoring are the large stone house near the beach W. $ S., and the saudy extreme of 
Northumberland Point 8. W. by S., in 5 fathoms sand . Here the bottoin is clear, while to the westward and 
nearer to the reef where the water is smoother the bottom is foul.--rocks interspersed with patches of suud . The 
latter is unsafe, the cable is liable to snap from fouling the rocks, an accident that befel II . M. Vessel " Dre,” 
while , lying there, in a liglit South -westerly wind accompanied by the usualswell. 

Directions for Anchoring .-- Vessels from the westward , intending to anchur in this bay, should not bring 
the light house to bear more Westerly than W. by N. * N., outil Northumberland Point bears N. W. N. Tuch 
steer N. N. E. or N. E. by N , until the stone house before mentioned bears W , N. W. This will lend clear of 
the outer detached reefs off Northumberland Point. Proceed then to N. W. and bring the anchorage marks on . 

The light will not be visible from this anchoring ground , owing to the swell of the intervening land . 
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Precautions respecting Struys Bay - Shelter may be obtained in this bay daring Westerly and North 
Westerly winds only . None is afforded with the wind between 8. W. round to the Southward and East. 
With any of the latter winds it is unsafe, if not impossible , to ride in this bay , for the sea rises to such an extent 
as to break in 7 or 8 fathoms, a circamstance that was remarked on two occasions while H. M. Steamer - Dee" 
was standing off waiting for the weather to moderate to enablo " hor to anokor - At the time of anchoring , 
although tho wind had subsided for several hours , the water herrly broke in 7 fathomswhere the anchor was 
let go ; and at the place from whence she had put to sea three daya before in 44 fathoms, the sea was breaking 
heasily . As a general rulo, vessels seeking shelter in this bay in a N : W. gale , should put to sea immediately 
after it subsides for the wind frequently changes in a few hours from a stroug , N , W. to a 8. E. or South 
puiut ; in which case it is very difficult to work out in consequence of the heavy sea that rises with these winds. 

Currents. --- During the examinations of the Coast (Sept. 1848 ) no corrent was observed in Strnys Bay, 
nor about the coast 2 } miles fron the shorc , as far to the westward of Agulhas as the letter E. on the chart : but 
it was confidently Asserted by fishermen , and the residents at Struys Bay, that a very strong current frequently 
scts to the Westward romud Northumberland Point , 

Tides --Circumstances did not allow of the Tides being observed with due accuracy . Two copper plugs 
were let into rocks S. W , of the Light House to mark the high and low water points nearly at Spring Tides . 
The comparisons with these plugs on October 15 , 16 , 18 , 19 , 28 , 29 , ( 1818 ), and an observation at the 
jetty in Struys Bay , ou October 28 , give the establishment , and rise and fall, nearly similar to what prevails 
in Table Bay and Simon s Bay . 

Maynetic T uriation . This was determined by means of two Magnets , on the flat ground between the 
Light House and Beach . The result (29° 20 W.) has been ernployed for the compass bearings, given in these 
Instructions. 

4 .-- Description of the Light Apparatus. 
This Light is of the first or most brilliant class, and is the work of Mr. HENRY LE PAUTE . It is 
constructed upon what is technically, called the Dioptric principle . 

A hollow cylinder with a paraboloid top of about. 19 feet in circumference , and 10 fect in height, is com 
posed (omiitting a door way) of 24 horizontal tiers of glass and reficctors, firmly fixed in a metallic frame 
work of six compartments; so that each tier is divided into six circular seginents . 

The centre tier is a large houp -shaped plano- convex lens, 11 inches in depth . Next, 8 tiers of circular 
prisms above and 8 below the centre lous . Then ñ tiers of reflectors above and 4 tiers below . Three-fourths 
of the circumference of the cyliuder is formed by this combination. The remaining quadrant which is towards the 
lund , and its centre due North , serves for the door way into the cylinder ; but the door is lined with two large 
concave metallic relictors, curh two feet in breadth and three feet in height. 

The burner , consisting of four concentrie Argand Wicks , 4 inches in diameter , is placed in the centre of 
the cylinder in the focus of the large lens It is supplied with oil by a force pump driven by clock -work ; and 
there is a simple contrivance, which gives notice by the ringing ot a bell when the rcservoir requires to be replenished. 

The frame work of the Lenticular (the name given to the whole combination ) is firmly attached to a cast- iron 
circular floor , supported by a stein of cast iron ; the lower end of which is let into a block of granite resting 
upou the crown of the supporting dome, where it ( the stone) is surrounded by masonry . 

The theory of the Lenticular niny be understood , as follows : --- The burner being in the focus of the 
plano-convex lens, the rays of light that impinge upon the inucr plane surface , emerge outside horizontal. 

Tho bases of the prisms are perpendicular inside ; their upper plancs are horizontal, and their hypo 
thenusnl plancs outside slant downwards and inwards. The depth of cach base successively diminishes from 3 
inches to if inch in deptlı, in the order from the contre leus upwards and downwards, which is the order of the 
incrensing inclination of the impinging rays from the burner. The effect of the prismatic form , is to turn the 

and to send them out horizontal , upon the same principle by which objects in a horizontal direction in 
front of a Camera Lucida are seen by looking down into it . 

The tiers of reflectors commence at the height and depression where the still greater inclination of the im 
pinging rays frvin the burner would cause å prism to decompose them in the horizontal direction into the 
prismatic or rainbow colours . The reflectors are concave towards the lens, their curentures increasing as they 
recede troin the centro lens. They reflect the rays that fall upou them to the prisms, wbunce they are sent out 
horizontal. 

The two large reflectors behind on the inside of the door return the rays from their direction to the large 
lens, through which they escape horizontal. 

Thus all the light from the burner, save the small quantity that escapes up the chimney glass , is bent into 
one brillinut horizontal sheet tu (irrspread the horizon . 

This splendid specimen of skill is protected by a Lantern 101 feet in diameter , or 33 feet in circunference , 
glazed with thick plate gloss, and surmounted by a copper dome, from which a lightning conductor of wire 
rope descends to the ground . 

The Light House was planned by Lieut. Colonel Michell, the late talented SurveyorGeneral at the Cape, 
who made a journey to Paris for the express purpose of selecting the Lenticular Apparatus. 

It may be proper to mention , that the Tower of the Light House is to be painted , and will show alternate 
horizontal bands of white and red , two of cach .

I may add , that one of the trigonometric stations in the measurement of the Arc of the Meridian is on the 
highest point of the hill above the Light House; by means of which, the Latitude and Longitude of the Light 
lluuse are derived from the position of the Observatory . Thus the Light is an exact Geographical Poiut.

CAPE AGULHAS LIGHT. 
It has been thought ndvisnble to reverse the logical order of the matter connected with the establishment 
of ebis Light, so that whut is most wanted should appear first , and further information be had by reference to 
the particular heads.

The Light can be socu iu clear weather in any direction sexwaru , between East and North West by West, 
at the distance of six leagues from u deck 15 feet high . It is a steady white Light. 

All the beariuge mentioned are Magnetic , and all the distances expressed in milcs are Geographical, unless 
the coutrary is slated . 

If a vessel from the Eastucard passes Struvs Point at the distance of 5 miles from the whore , and steers a 
W . by S. course cauctly , she will pass the niost Southerly projection of the Northumberland Point Reef al 
the distance of 14 miles , and the light at the distance of 5 miles , and clear Guuner s Quvin . This is 
the liinit Northward within which no sailing vessel should be found. It secures every advautage that could 
facessibly be obtained by a closer course , and at that distance the Light will be brilliant. 

Precautions .-- In clear weather, the Liglit may be seen , wlicn 5 or 6 miles Eastward of Struy s Point, 
from a look -out at the height of 3. tret ; and if the vessel then should chance to be close in shore , by steering 
the above course , she right touch the shonl off Scrays Point. To guard ngainst this , when the light is first 
seen , it should be brought immediately to bear W . by N .; and keeping this bearing of the Lighe, the vessel 
will jornss 

9 miles to the Southward of any danger respecting Struvs Puiut. 
Care should be taken when approaching the land before the Light is discovered , for in lazy weather , 
or frow spray in a fresh breeze , combined with the distance of Scruys Point (about 15.uiles ), the Light may 
be friut or altogether obscured , and the vessel may get within the line of danger. Under these circumstances , 
the Land should not be neglected , and the depach should not be less than 20 fathoms, without putting about 
immediately to the South . 

The like precautions are required in the day time, particularly in foggy wenther ; for the high Innd ul Agul 
has may be invisible , while the sund hills of Struys Bay and the breakers off Northumberland l oint are dis 
tinctly seen . On these oorwions it is difficult to determine whether the vessel is to the Bastward or Westward 
vit sirays Point ; because the shore features of the Bay Enst ward of that Point, are similar to those of Struy s 
Bay , although the cxtent is less. 

Sailing vessels in particular should adhere to the rules, tior if it should fall cnlm , the heavy swell which 
constnutly rolls towards the shore would carry theun with it, and the only resource , that of suchoring, would 
probably he ut no avail from the rocky nature of the bottoni, combined with the swell. The " St. Stungo " 
is snid iu harc beun wrecked in this may . 

Coming frora the Westward , the Light will be seen first on a S. 57° 15 . E. Venring. The extreine end 
of the low ground called Gunner s Quoiu Point bears N. 52° 30 W. from the Light House, distant 193 miles, but 
it is not visible from it . The sea was remarked breuking a long way of the Point,--it will therefore be ne 
cessary to keep off until the Light becomes visible . 

With the precautions here given , there will be as little danger iu rounding Agulhas as in rouading the Cape 
of Guud Ilope, or iudecd any 

other head land . 

2.- Description of the Land and Shore about Agulhas. 
C apor.Agullias is defiued to be the rochy projection from the South East corner of the Agulhas Promontory , 
the crnire of winel Promontory is about ftdi of a mile West ward of the projection , and about 200 yards are 
Southerly , being the awost Southoru part of Africa . 
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Description of the Land.The features of the land about Agulhas distinguish it from the neighbouring hrad 
lands. A ridge- shaped undulating cluinp , rising from the Ant growd, is separated into four ridge- shaped lills 
by irregular ravines running nearly true. East and West . : I have middle ridges eutor , wedge- like, at the East end , 
ADU are lost towards the centre, where the ravine widens to a milo in brendth . The middlc ridges are the 
lowest , the Northern and Southern are nearly of equal height. 

Viewed at a distance from the seaward , Eastorly or Westerly , the North and South elerations being seen 
nearly end on , resemble two oblong hummocks ; but the former extending more Easterly appears the bighest 
ar seen from the Eastward . 

Viewed at a disingce from the Southward , the South ridge mask , the others , save at their Enst end ; buc 
the ravines being bid , the whole appear to be united (only the South and middle ridges are noticed on the 
chart. They aro all given on Col. MICAELL 8 plau ) 

I he highest part of the South ridge is 455 feet above the level of the sea , and its true meridional distance 
from the shore is alunost exRotly one mile . From this point the descent Eastward is rather gradual. Westward 
the descent is at first steep , thon slightly undulates . Southward it is steep , then undulates to within 300 yards 
of the sliore, where the ground becomes fiat. 

On the first undulation from the shore , which is about 5.0 feet above the level of the sea, nearly true 
South of the highest point before ineutioned , and N. 300 W., 320 yards from Cape Agulhas, the Light Tlouse 
is built . 

This mpot was selected by the Masters of H. M. Shipu President, Brilliant and Korumond , (Messrs. 
REES , RUSSEL and AsuTUN ), under the command of l aget FOOTE , K. N., in conjunction with Licut.- Colonel 
MicueIdr 

The Light commands to seaward between E. And N. W. by W., or more correctly , E. to N. 57 ° 13 W. 

Description of the Shore... Wrist of the Agulhas l romontory thr shore bends North -westerly , then round 
to the head -land called Gunner s Quoin , forming an irregular shallow incurvation of about 19 miles in breadthi . 
Immclinicly to the E N. E. of the Promontory are two sleep indentations . Ther tirst called St Mungo s 
inlet. The next is detper and wider , and the projection which separates them is called St. Mungo s l omt. 
From the last inlet the shorn runs jngered to the dangerous projection called Northumberland Point, the site of 
the wreck of the ship “ Duke of Northumberland ," which I vint toring the west horn of Struyy Bay . 

The whole of the beach , from the west of the Agullies Promotory to Northumberland Point, consists 
of rugged saud stone and quartz rocks , or rocky reet, perfectly impracticable even for a boat. At the Promotory 
groups of rock prevail ; At the Cape, rocks, and rocky reet ; extending out a third of a wile . At the inlets , flat. 
rocky rret exposed at low water for a third ol a mile ; thence ruchy lu Northumberland l oint, where it is hand 
and reef . 

Exposed to the uninterrupted oscillations of the Southern Ocean , tlor son breaks licary on this irou bound 
shore , particularly during Southern winus . A vessel touching upon it, bus wt the slightest chance of escaping 
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The coast hetweon Northumberland I vint, a Struir s loint, viz. , of Struys Bay , is low nud sandy , but a 
short. lixenice from the brach , tlure is a line of sand hills varying from hill to 150 reci in height, some of the 
covered with dark coloured hasti, u toature that disimuistues the coast from struye l oint 10 the next Point 
Eastward of it . There is no high lind nulliiuilly mea tu interfere with the distinguishing charucier of the hills 
Northward of Agulhas, as viewed from the senunul. 

Vorthumberlmu l oint bcars East from the lght 3 miles. It is low and sandy iminedintely ou the bench 
but a very dangerons ledge of rocky extems is . : 70.330 E., I wile from the loint, and a deinched rock was 
fixed lny intersection while breaking , which plienos it S. 54.31 E , le mules from the point ; und $ . $ 1" .10 
E., 41 iniles froin the Liglot . The rxtrenie wf Northumberland Portreet brurs $ . 77 " .30 B. 340 miles 
nearly from the Light. Westward from the livint the reeds ellend about one -third of a mile andbreuk heavily 
when the wind is from the S. E. In one or two plures it breaks further out but in 10 placr cxccuda half a mile . 

Struye l oint is the outer extreme of staumber of sand bills , and is betire sinted , forms the Easteni horn of 
Struys Bay . It bears from Northumberland Point, which is the Western horn , N. 79.30 K., Il miles 
(estimated ), and N.424.20 E., 1.5 miles from the light House . This point is more dangerous than Northumberland 
Point, innsinuch as the reets lie mich further of the shore , and Dure is no lugha land tu ouble the mariner 
to determine his position . Circumstances did not allow of this point bring included in the Agulhas surrey ; but 
during a strong South -easter it was remarhed from the samemull of the samu lullo hear the Pomt, that thio ruer 
extended scaward aliout wiles , and was then breaking witle fury . 

Like Northumberland Point, the color of the water of this point changes to seaward from brown to light, 
thien dark greeu ; from which itmay be inferred , together with the huwa shanblownse of the water off Northuma 
berland Puint, that the Lead as well as the color of the water, will always waru A ship of the approach of 
danger. 

Slruys Bay is formeil by Struys Point to the first and Vurilmberland Point to the West . The luniling 
place is in a small bay or cove to the N. W. ut Nostimberland Point, sheltered by a projecting sheli of 
shingle from each extremity of the cove . The jetry, constructed froin pieces of wreck, remers the landing 
CA « v ; but at the outer horns of the shingle there is only water sufficient for a buat nt quarter flood in fine 
wanther. Three or four huts at the bend of the jolty, point out ils position from the Bay. Imediately in 
the neighbourhood , on higher ground , is a stone dwelling -house , with a signal blusk a few yaris behind il , turned 
the telegraph staff on the chart. 

3 .-- Instructions for Anchoring in Struys Buy, Currents , Tides , fc. 
The marks for anchoring are the large stone hunde war the beach W. S., and the sandy extreme of 
Northuruberlandi Point S. W. by S., in 5 fathomas sand . liere the bottom is clear , while to the westward and 
nenrer to the rept where the water is smoother the bottom is foul --rocks interspersed with patelars o siml.

Directions for Anchoring . Vessels from the westwarii, intending to anchor in thiy bay , should tot lering 
the Liglı House to benr more Westerly thau W. by N. V., ( til Northumberland Puint beurs N. W. I V. Then 
steer N. V. E. or V. E. by N. lotil the stone house before mentioued bears W. N. W. This will lead clear of 
llic vuter detached reefs uif Northumberlnud Point. Proceed thien to V. W. and bring the nuchorage marks 09 . 

The light will out be visible from this ancburung ground , owing to the swell ut the interveuiug laud .

Precautions reapecting Struye Bay - Shelter may be obtained in this bay during Westerly and North . 
Westerly winds only , None in afforded with the wind between 8. W. round to the Southward and Past . 
With any of the latter winds it is unsafe, if not impossible, to ride in this bay, for the ser risen to much an extent 
as to break in 7 or 8 fathoms, a circunstance that was remarked on two occasions while E , M , Steamer “ Dee " 
was standing off waiting for the weather to moderate to enable her to anchor . At the tiano of mohoring , 
Although the wind bad subsided for neveral hours , the water pearly broke in 7 fathoms where the Anchor WAS 
let go , and at the place from whence she had put to sea three daya before in 47 fathoms, the sea way brenking 
benvily . As a general rule , vessels -seeking shelter in this bay in a N. W. Ale , should pat to sea immedintely 
afier it aubaides : for the wind frequently changes in a few hours from a strong N. W. to a $ . E. or South 
point; in which case it is very difficult to work out in consequence of the heavy sea that rises with these winds . 

Currento . During the examinations of the ( vast (Sept. 1848 ) uo current was observed in Struys Bay, 
nor about the coast 24 miles from the sliore , as far to the westward of Agulhas as the letter E. on the chart : but 
it was confidently asserted by fishermen , and the residents at Struys Bay, that a very strong current frequently 
pets to the Westward round Northumberland Point, 

Tides...-Circumstances did not allow of the Tides heinig observed with duo accuracy . Two copper plugs 
were let into rocks $ . W. of the Light Ilouse to mark the high and low water points nearly at Spring Tides . 
The comparisons with these plugs ou October 15 , 16 , 18 , 19 , 28 , 29, ( 1848 ), and an observation at the 
jetty iu Strays Bay, on October 28 , give the establishment, and rise und fall, nearly similar to what prevails 
in Table Bay and Simon s Bay . 

Magnetir Variation.- This was determined by means of two Magnets, ou the dat ground between the 
Light House and Beach . The result ( 29 ° 90 ° W.) has been einployed for the compass bearings, given in these 
Instructions . 

4 .-- Description of the Light Apparatur . 
This Light is of the first or most brilliant class , and is the work of Mr. HENRY LE PAUTE . It is 
constructed upon what is technically called the Dioptric principle . 

A hollow cylinder with a paraboloid top of about 19 fret in circumference, and 10 foot in height, is com . 
posed ( ornitting u door way ) of 28 horizontal tiers of glass and reflectors , firmly fixed in a metallic t emme 
work of six coinpartments ; so that cach tier is divided into six circular segments. 

The centre tier is a large hoop - shaped plano -couver lens, 11 inches in depth . Next, 8 tiers of circular 
priams above and 8 below the centre lens. Then 7 tiers of reflectors above and of tiers below . Three- fourths 
of the circumference of the cylinder is forurd by this combination . The remaining qurilant which is towards the 
land , and its centre due North , serves for the door way into the cylinder ; but the door is lined with two large 
concave metallic reflectors, ench two fert in breadth and three feet in height. 

The burner, consisting of four concentric Argan Wicks, tinches in diameter, is placed in the centre of 
the cylinder in the focus of the large lens. It is supplied with oil by a force pamp driven by clock -work ; and 
there is a simple contrivance, which givesttice by the ringing of a bellwhen the reservoir requires to be replenished . 

The frame work of the Lenticular (the name given to the whole combination ) is firmly attached to a cast-iron 
circular floor , supported by n stem of cast- iron ; the lower cud of which is let into a block of grauite resting 
upon the crown of the supporting dome, whirre it ( the sione ) is surrounded by masonry. 

The theory of the Lenticular may be understool, 14 follows :-Jhe burner being in the focus of the 
plano - convex leos, the rays of light that impinge upon the inner plane surface, cmerge outside horizontal. 

The bases of the prisms are perpendicular inside ; their upper planes are horizontal, and their hypu . 
thenusal planes outside slant downwarıls and inwards . The depth of euch base successively diminishes from 3 
inches to iš inch in depth , in the order froin the centre lens upwards and downwards, which is the order of the 
increasing inclinatiou of the ampinging rays from the burner . The effect of the prismatic furu , is to turn the 
rays, and to send them out horizoutul, upon the same principle by which objects in a horizontal direction in 
front of a Camera Lucida are seen by looking down into it . 

The tiers of reflectors commence at the height and depression where the still greater inclioation of the im 
pinging rys from the buruer would ( AUSC * prism to decompose them in the horizontal direction into the 
prisinatic or rainbow colours. The reflectors are concave towards the lens , their curratures incrinsing as they 
recede from the centre lens. They relect the rays that fall upon them to the prisons , whence they are sont out 
horizontal, 

The two large reflectors behind on the inside of the door return the rays t roun their direction to the large 
lens, through which they escape horizontal. 

Thus all the light from the burner , save the small quantity that escapes up the chumuey glass , is bent into 
one brilliant horizontal sheet to uverspreuil the horizon . 

This splendid specimen of skill is protected by a Lantern 105 fret in diameter , or 33 feet in circumforence , 
glazed with thick pinte glass, and surmounted by a copper dumi, from which a lightning conductor of wire 
rope descends to the ground . 

The Light House was planned by Lieut. Colonel MICHELL, the late talented Surveyor General at the Cape , 
who made a journey to Paris for the express purpose of selecting the Lenticular Apparatus. 

It inny be proper to mention , that the Tower of the Light House is to be painted , and will show alternate 
horizontal bands of white and red , two of euch .

A Light House having beon erected at Cape Agulhas, near the Southernmost point of the Continent 
of Africa , the following Sailing Instructions for vessels approaching that point, which have been 
elrawn up by T. MACLEAR, Esq., F. R. S., Her Majesty s Astronomer Royal at the Cape of Good 
Hope, and which include a description of the land and shore about Agulhas,- instructions for anchoring 
in Struys Bay, -- and a description of the construction of the Light Apparatus, are, by direction of llis 
Excellency the Governor, published for general information . 

His Excellency has further desired it to be notified that, the works being now completed , the 
Lantern will be lighted on the 1st of March next ; and will, thereafter , continue to be lighted every 
evening at sunset.

CAPE AGULHAS LIGHT. 
It has been thought advisable to reverse the logical order of the matter connected with the establishment 
of this Light, so that what is most wanted should appear first , and further information be had by reference in 
the particular heads.

The Light can be seen in clear weather in any direction seaward), between East and North West by West, 
at the distance of six leagues from a deck 15 feet ligh . Il is a strudy white Light. 

All the bearings mentioned are Magnetic , and all the disturces expressed in miles are Geographical, unless 
the contrary is stated . 

If a ressel from the Eartward passes Struys Point at the distance of 5 miles from the shore , and steers a 
W. by S. course exactly , she will pass the most Southerly projection of the Northumberland Point Reef at 
the distance of 44 miles , and the light at the distance of 55 miles , and clear Gunner s Quoin . This is 
the limit Northwurd within which no sailing vessel should be found . It secures every advantage that could 
possibly be obtained by a closer course , and at that distance the Light will be brilliant. 

Precautions. In clenr weather, the Light may be seen , when 5 or 6 miles Eastward of Struys Point, 
from a look- out nt the height of 33 feet ; and if the vessel then should chance to be close in sbore , by steering 
the above course , she might touch thic shoal off Scruys Point . To guard ngainst this, when the Light is first 
seen , it should be brought inmediately to bear W. by N .; and keeping this bearing of the Light, the ressel 
will pass 

2 miles to the Southward of any danger respecting Struys Point. 
Care should be taken when approaching the land before the Light is discovered , for in hazy weather, 
or from epray in a fresh breeze , combined with the distance of Struys Point ( about 15 miles ), the Light may 
he faint or altogether obscured , and the vessel may get within the line of danger . Under these circumstances , 
the Lead should not be neglected , and the depth should not be less than 20 fathums, without putting about 
immediately to the South . 

The like precautions are required in the day time, particularly in foggy wenther ; for the high land of Agul 
has may be invisible , while the sand hills of Struys Bay and the breakers off Northumberland Point are dis 
tinctly seen . On these occasions it is difficult to determine wlicther thc vassel is to the Eastward or Westward 
of Struys Point; because the shore features of the Bay Eastward of that Point, are similar to those of Struys 
Bay, although the extent is less. 

Sailing vessels in particular should adhere to the rules, for if it should fall calm , the heavy swell which 
constantly rolls towards the shore would carry them with it, and the only resource , that of anchoring , would 
probably be of no avail from the rocky nature of the botton , combined with the swell. The “ St. Mungo" 
is said to have been wrecked in this 

way . 
Coming from the Westward , the Light will be seen first on a S. 57° 15 E. bearing. The extreme end 
of the low ground called Gunner s Quoin Point bears N. 52° 30 W. from the Light House, distant 194 miles, but 
it is not visible from it . The sea was remarked breaking a long way off the Point, it will therefore be ne 
cessary to keep off until the Light becomes visible . 

With the precautious here given, there will be as little danger in rounding Agulhas as in rounding the Cape 
of Good llope , or 

indeed 

any 

other head land . 

2. - Description of the Land and Shore about Agulhas. 
Cape Agulhas is defined to be the rocky projection from the South East corner of the Agulhas Promontors , 
the centre of which Promontory is about fth of mile Westward of the projection , and about 200 yards more 
Southerly , being the zost Southern part of Africa . 
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Description of the Land . The features of the land about Agulhas distinguish it from the neighbouring hend 
lands. A ridge- shaped undulating clamp, rising from the flat ground , is separated into four ridge-shaped bills 
by irregular ravines ruuning nearly true East and West. The middle ridges entor, wedge- like, at the East and , 
and are lost towards the centre, where the maring widens to mile in brendik . The middle ridges are the 
lowest, the Northern and Southern are nearls of equat bleight: 

Viewed at a distance from the sonward , Ensterly of Westerly, the North and South elevations being seen 
nearly end on , resemble mob.oblang bummocks ; but the former extending more Ensterly appears the highest 
as seen from the Eastward ... 

Viewed at a distance from the Southward , the South ridge masku the others , mve at their Fast end : bnt 
the rarines being hid , the whole appear to be united (only the South and sniddlo ridges are noticed on the 
chart . They are all giveo on Col. Michele , plan .) 

The highest part of the South ridge is 455 feet above the level of the sea, and its true meridional distance 
from the shore is almost exactly one mile . From this point che descent Eastward is rather gradual. Westward 
the doscantitat first atcop , then slightly undulates . Southward it is steep , then undulates to within 300 yardı 
of the shore , where the ground bocomes fat. 

On the first undulation from the shore , which is about 55 feet above the lovel of the sea , nearly true 
South of the highest point before ineptioned , and N. 30 ° W., 520 yards from Cape Agulhas, the Light House 
is built . 

This spot was selected by the Masters of H. M. Ships President, Brilliant and Ruramiond, (Messrs . 
Rers, KUBBEL and ASHTON ), under the conimaud of Capt Foote , R. N., in conjunction with Lieut.- Colonel 
MICHELLE 

The light commands to seaward between E. and N. W. by W., or more correctly , E. to N. 57 ° 15 W. 

Description of the Shore.--- West of the Agulhas Promontury the shore bends North -westerly , then round 
to the hend - land called Gunner s Quoin , forming an irregular shallow incurration of about 19 miles in breadth . 
Immediately to the E. N. E. of the Promontory are two deep indentations. The first onlled St. Mungu s 
inlet. The next is .deoper and wider, and the projection which separates them is called St. Mungo s loint. 
From the last inlet the shore runs jagged to the dangerous prujection called Northumberland Point, the site ori 
the wreck of the ship “ Duke of Northumberland ," which Point forms the west liorn of Struys Bay , 

The whole of the beach , from the west of the Agullas Promontory to Northumberland Point, consisto 
of 

rugged sand stone and quartz rocks, or rocky reef, perfectly impracticable even for a boat. At the Promontory 
groups of rock prevail ; at the Cape , rocks, and rocky reet, extending out u third of a mile . At the inlets , Hai 
rocky reef exposed at low water for a third of a mile ; thence rocky to Northumberland Puiut, where it is sand 
and reef. 

Exposed to the uninterrupted oscillations of the Southern Occan , the sen breaks hcavy on this iron bound 
shore , particularly during Southeru winds . A vessel touching upon it, has not the slightest chance of cucaping 
destruction . 

The coast between Northumberland Point, and Struys Point, viz ., of Struys Bay, is low and sandy, but. A 
short distance from the beach , there is a line of sand hills varying froin 50 to 150 feet in height, soine of them 
covered with dark coloured bush , a feature that distinguishes the const from Struys Point to the next Powt 
Eastward of it. There is no high land sufficiently near to interfere with the distinguishing character of the hills 
Northward of Agulhas, as viewed from the scaward . 

Northumberland Point bears East from the Light 34 miles . It is low and sandy imniediately on the beach ; 
but a very dangerous ledge of rocks extends $ . 370.30 E., 1 mile from the point, and a detached ruck was 
fixed by intersection while breaking, which places it S. 589.30 , E., 14.miles from the Point ; and 8.810.101 
E., 44 miles from the Light. The extreme of Northuniberland Point reef bears S. 77º.30 E., 3,9 miles 
nearly from the Light. Westward from the Point the reefs extend about one- third of a mile and break locavily 
when the wind is from the $ . E. In one or two places it breaks further out but in no place exceeds half a mile . 

Struye Point is the outer extremne of a number of sand hills , and as before stated , forms the Eastern horn of 
Struys Bay . 

It bears from Northumberland Point, which is the Western horn , N. 797.30 E., Il miles 
(estimated ), and N.82° 20 E., 15 niles froin the Light llouse. This point ismore dangerous than Northumberlod 
Point, inasmuch as the reefs lie much further off the shore , and there is no high " land to enable the mariner 
to determine his position . Circumstances did not allow of this Point being included in the Agulhas survey ; but 
Juring a strong South - easter it was remarked from the summit of the sand hills near the Point, that the reet 
extended seaward about 3 miles, and was then breaking with fury . 

Like Northumberland Point, the color of the water off this Point changes to seaward from brown to light, 
then dark green ; from which it may be inferred , together with the known shallowness of the water off Northan 
berland Point , that the Lead as well as the color of the water, will always warn a ship of the approach of 
danger . 

Struye Bay is formed by Struys Point to the Enst and Northumberland Point to the West. The larueling 
place is in a small bay or cove to the N. W. of Northumberland Point, sheltered by a projecting shelf of 
shingle from each extremnity of the cure . The jetty , constructed from pieces of wreck , renders the landing 
easy ; but at the outer horus of the shingle there is only water sufficient for a boat at quarter flood in fine 
weather . Three or four buts at the head of the jetty , point out ils porition from the Bay. Immediately in 
the neighbourhood , on higher ground, is a stone dwelling-house , with a signal staff a few yards behind it , termed 
the telegraph staff on the chart . 

3.- Instructions for Anchoring in Struys Buy , Currents, Tides , dc . 
The marks for anchoring are the large stone house near the beach W. S., and the sandy extreme of 
Northumberland Point 8. W. by 6., in 5 fathoms sund . Here the bottoin is clear , while in the westward and 
nearer to the reef where the water is smoother the bottom is foul.rocks interspersed with patches of sand . The 
latter is unsafe , the cable is liable to snap from fouling the rocks, an accident that befel II . M. Vessel “ Dee ,” 
while, lying there in a light South -westerly wind accompanied by the usual swell. 

Directions for Anchoring. Vessels from the westward , intending to anchor in this bay , should not bring 
the Light House to bear more Westerly than W. by N. & N., until Northumberland Point bears N. W. N. Then 
steer Ň . N. E. or N. E. by N. until the stone house before mentioned bears W. N. W. This will lead clear og 
the outer detached reefs off Northamberland Point. Proceed then to N. W. and bring the anchorage marks on . 

The light will not be visible from this anchoring ground, owing to the swell of the iutervening land . 
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Precautions respecting Struys Bay .-- Shelter may be obtained in this bay during Westerly and North 
Wrsterly winds only . Nove is afforded with the wind between 8. W. round to the Sonthward and East. 
With any of the latter winds it is unkafe, if not impossible , to ride in this bay , for the sea rises to such an extent 
ay to break in 7 or 8 fathoms, a circunstance thnt was remerked on two occasions while H. M. Steamer “ Dee " 
was standing off waiting for the weather to moderate to enable her to anchor. At the time of anchoring , 
although the wind bad subsided for several hours , the water nearly broke in 7 fathoms where the anchor was 
let go ; 

and at the place from whence she bad put to sea three days before in 44 fathoms, the sea was breaking 
henvily . As a general rule , vessels seeking shelter in this bay in a N. W. gale , should put to sea immedintely 
after it subsides : for the wind frequently changes in a few hours from a strong N. W.to a S. E. or South 
point ; in which case it is very difficult to work out in consequence of the beavy sea that rises with these winds . 

Currents . During the examinations of the Coast (Sept. 1848 ) no current was observed in Struys Bay , 
nor about the coast 24 miles from the share, as far to the westward of Agulhas as the letter E. on the chart: but 
it was confidently asserted by fisherinen , and the residents at Struys Bay, that a very strong current frequently 
sets to the Westward round Northumberland Point. 

Tider . - Circumstances did not allow of the Tides being observed with due accuracy Two copper plugs 
were let into rocks 8. W. of the Light llouse to mark the high and low water points nearly at Spring Tides . 
The comparisous with these plugs on October 15 , 16 , 18 , 19, 28 , 29, (1848 ), and an observation at the 
jetty in Strys Bay, on October 28 , give the establishment, and rise and fall, nearly similar to what prevails 
in Table Bay and Simou s Bay . 

Magnetic Pariation . This was determined by means of two Magnets , on the flat ground between the 
Light House and Beach . The result (29° 20 W.) has been employed for the compass bearings, given in these 
Instructions . 

4 .-- Description of the Light Apparatus. 
This Light is of the first or most brillinnt class , and is the work of Mr. IIENRY LE PAUTE . It is 
constructed upon what is technically called the Dioptric principle. 

A hollow cylinder with a paraboloid top of about 19 feet in circumference, and 10 fect in height, is com 
posed (omitting a door way) of 28 horizontal tiers of glass and reflectors , firmly fixed in a metallic frame 
work of six compartments ; so that each tier is divided into six circular segments , 

The centre tier is a large hoop - shaped plano -convex leus, 11 inches in depth . Next, 8 tiers of circular 
prisms above and 8 below the centre lens. Then 7 tiers of reflectors above and 4 tiers below . Three - fourths 
of the circunference of the cylinder is formed by this combination . The remaining quadrant which is towards the 
land, and its centre due North , serves for the door way into the cylinder ; but the door is lined with two large 
concave metallic reflectors, each two feet in breadth and three feet in height. 

The burner , consisting of four concentric Argand Wicks, 4 inches in diameter , is placed in the centre of 
the cylinder in the focus of the large lens . It is supplied with oil by a force pamp driven by clock -work ; and 
there is a simple contrivance , which gives notice by the ringing of a bell when the reservoir requires to be replenished . 

The frame work of the Lenticular ( the name given to the whole combination ) is firmly attached to a cast- iron 
circular fluor , supported by a stein of cast-iron ; the lower end of which is let into a block of granite resting 
upon the crown of the supporting dome, where it ( the stone) is surrounded by masonry . 

The theory of the Lenticular may be understood , as follows:-- The burner being in the focus of the 
plano.convex leus, the rays of light that impinge upon the inner plane surface, emerge outside horizontal. 

The hases of the prisms are perpendicular inside ; their upper plancs are horizontal , and their hypo 
thenusal planes outside slant downwards and inwards. The depth of ench base successively diminishes from 3 
inches to if inch in depth , in the order from the centre lens npwards and downwards, which is the order of the 
increasing inclination of the impinging rays from the burner . The effect of the prismatic form , is to turn the 
rays, 

and to send them out horizontal, upon the same principle by which objects in a horizontal direction in 
front of a Caniera Lucida are seen by looking down into it . 

The tiers of reflectors commence at the height and depression where the still greater inclination of the im 
pinging rays from the burner would cause a prism to decompose them in the horizontal direction into the 
prismatic or rainbow colours . The reflectors are concave towards the lens, their curvatnres increasing as they 
recede from the centre leus. They reflect the rays that fall upon them to the prisms, whence they are sent out 
horizontal. 

The two large reflectors behind on the inside of the door return the rays from their direction to the large 
lens, through which they escape horizontal . 

Thus all the light from the burner, save the small quantity that escapes up the chimney glass, is bent into 
one brilliant horizontal sheet to overspread the horizon . 

This splendid specimen of skill is protected by a Lantern 104 feet in diameter, or 33 feet in circumference , 
glazed with thick plate glass , and surmounted by a copper dome, from which a lightning conductor of wire 
rope descends to the ground . 

The Light Mouse was planned by Lieut. Colonel MICHELL, the late talented Surveyor General at the Cape, 
who made a journey to Paris for the express purpose of selecting the Lenticular Apparatus.

highest point of the hill abore the Light llouse ; by means of which , the Latitude and Longitude of the Light 
Louse are derived from the position of the Observatory . Thus the Light is an exact Geographical Point.

A Light llouse having been erected at Cape Agulhas , near the Southernmost point of the Continent 
of Africa , the following : Sailing Instructions for vessels approaching that point, which have been 
drawn up by T. MACLUAR , Esq ., F. R. S., Her Majesty s Astronomer Royal at the Cape of Good 
Ilope, and which include a description of the land and shuro about Agulhas,-- instructions for anchoring 
in Struys Bay - and a description of the construction of the Light Apparatus, are , by direction of His 
Excellency the Governor , published for general information . 

His Excellency las further desired it to be notified that , the works being now comploted , the 
Lantern will be lighted on the 1st of March next ; and will, thereafter, continue to be lighted every 
evening at sunset

CAPE AGULUAS LIGHT. 
It has been thought advisable to reverse the logical order of the matter connected with the establislunent 
of this Light, so that what is most wanted should appear first, and further information be had by refereuce to 
the particular heads .

1. - General Sailing Instructions for Pussing Agulhas.

The Light can be seen in clear weathor in any direction senward , between East and North West by West , 
at the distance of six leagues from a deck 17 feet high . It is a steady white Iright. 

All the bearings mentioned are Magnetic, and all the distances espressed in miles are Geographical , unless 
the contrary is stated . 

If a vessel from the Eastward passes Struys Point at the distance of 5 miles from the shore , and stars at 
W. by S. course exactly , she will pass the most Southerly projection of the Northuinborland Point Reef at 
the distance of 44 milea , and the Light at the distance of 5 } miles , and clear Gunner s Quoin . This is 
the limit Vorthward within which no sailing vessel should be fouml. It secures every advantage that could 
possibly be obtained by a closur course , and at that distance the Light will be brilliant. 

Precautions. In clear weather , the Light may be seeu , when or 6 mniles Eastward of Struys Point, 
from a look -out at the height of 35 teet ; und if the vessel then should chance to be close in shore, by steering 
the above course , she might touch the shoal off Struys Point. To guard against this , when the Light is first 
seen , it should be brought immedintely to bear W. by N .; and keeping this bearing of the Light, the vessel 
will pass 2 iniles to the Southward of 

nny danger respecting Scruys Point. 
Care should be taken włren appronching the land before the Light is discovered , for in lazy weather , 
or froin 

spray in a fresh breeze , combined with the distance of Struys Point ( about 15 miles ), the Light may 
be faint Of altogether obscured , and the vessel may get within the line of danger . Under these circumstances, 
the Lead should not be neglected , and the depth should not be less than 20 fathoms, without putting about 
immediately to the South . 

The like precautions are required in the day time, particularly in foggy weather ; for the high land of Agul 
has may be invisible, while the sand hills of Struys Bay and the breakers off Northumberland Point are dis 
tinctly seen . On these occasions it is difficult to determine whether the vessel is to the Fastward or Westward 
of Struys Point ; because the shore features of the Bay Eastward of that Point, are similar to those of Struys 
Bay , although the extent is legs . 

Sailing vessels in particular should adhere to the rules, for if it should fall calm , the heavy swell which 
constantly rolls towards the shore would carry them with it, and the only resource, that of anchoring , would 
probably be of no avail from the rocky nature of the bottom , combined with the swell. The “ St. Mungo " 
is said to have been wråcked in this way . 

Coming from the Westward , the Light will be seen first on a S. 57 ° 15 E. bearing. The extreine end 
of the low ground called Gunner s Quoiu Point bears N. 52° 30 W. from the Light House , distant 193 miles, but 
it is not visible from it . The sea was remarked breaking a long way off the Point,-it will therefore be pe 
cessary to keep off until the Light becomes visible . 

With the precautions here given , there will be as little danger in rounding Agulhas as in rounding the Cape 
of Good Hope, or indeed any other head land . 

2. - Description of the Land and Shore about Agulhas. 
Cape Agulhas is defined to be the rocky projection from the South East corner of the Agulhas Promontory , 
the centre of which Promontory is about ftb of a mile Westward of the projection , and about 200 yards more 
Southerly , being the most Southern part of Africa . 


. 
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Description of the Land . The features of the land about Agulhas distinguish it from the neighbouring head 
lands . A ridge -shaped undulating clump, rising from the fat ground , is separated into four ridge - shaped Wills 
by irregular ravines running nearly truc East and West. Tbo middle ridges enter, wedge-hke, at the East end , 
and are lost towards the centre , where the rarine widens to a mile in breadth . Thie middle Widgets are the 
lowest , the Northern and Southern are nearly of equal height. 

Viewed at a distance from the seaward , Easterly or Westerly , the North sud South elerations being seen 
nearly end on , resemble two oblong bummocks ; but the former extending mure Easterly appears the highest 
as scen from the Eastward . 

Viewed at a distance from the Southward , the Sonth ridge masks the others sate at their leat end ; but 
tlac ravines being hid , the whole appear to be united ( only the South and middle ridges are noticed on the 
chart . They are all giveu ou Col. Michell s plan .) 

The highest part of the South ridge is 455 feet above the level of the sea , and its true meridional distance 
from the shore is almost exactly one mile . From this point the descent Eastward is rather gradual. Westward 
the descent is at first steep, then slightly undulates . Southward it is steep , then undulatos to within 300 yards 
of the shore , where the ground becomes flat . 

On the first undulation from the shore , which is about 56 feet above the level of the den , nearly true 
South of the highest point before mentioned , and N. 30° W., 520 yards from Cape Agulhas , the Light llouse 
is built . 

This spot was selected by the Masters of II . M. Ships President, Brilliant and Rosamond , (Messrs . 
Rees, Russel and Ashton ), under the command of Capt . Fuore , R. N., in conjuuction with Lieut.-Culuuel 
MICHELL . 

The Light commands to seaward between E. and N. W. by W., or more correctly , E. to N. 57 ° 15 W. 

Description of the Shure.--West of the Agulhas Promontory the shore bends North -westerly , theu round 
to the head -land called Gunner s Quoin , forming an irregular shúllow incurvation of about 19 miles in breadth . 
Immediately to the E. N. E. of the Promontory are two deep indentations . The first calleu St. Mungu s 
inlet . The next is deeper and wider , and the projectiop which separates them is called St. Mungo s Poiut . 
From the last inlet the sliore runs jugged to the dangerous projection called Northumberland Point, the site of 
the wreck of the ship “ Duke of Northumberland," which point forms the west horn of Struys Bay . 

The whole of the beach , from the west of the Agulhas Proniontory to Northumberland Poiut , cousists 
of rugged sand stone and quartz rocks, or rocky reef, perfectly impracticable even for a boat.Wethe Promontory 
groups of rock prevail ; at the Cape, rocks, and rocky reef , extending out a third of n mile . At the iulets , hul 
rocky reef exposed at low water for a third of a mile ; thence rocky to Northuruberland Poit, where it is sand 
and reef. 

Exposed to the uninterrupted oscillations of the Southern Ocean , the sea breaks lieavy on this iron bound « 
shore , particularly during Southern winds. A vessel touching upon it , has not the slightest chance of escaping 
destruction . 

The const between Nortbuinberland Point, and Struy s Point, viz , of Struys Bay, is low and sandy, but a 
short distance from the bench , there is a line of sand hills varying from 50 to 150 feet in height, some of them 
covered with dark coloured bush , a feature that distinguishes the coast from Struss Point to the next loint 
Fastward of it. There is no high Innd sufficiently ncar to iuterfere with the distinguishing character of the bills 
Northward of Agulhas, as viewed from the seaward . 

Northumberland Point bears Enst from the Light 34 miles . It is low and sandy immediately on the beach ; 
but a very dungerous ledge of rocks extends S. 37º.30 E., I mile from the Point, and a detached rock was 
fixed by intersection while breaking , which places it 8. 189.30 E , 14 miles from the Paint ; and 8.819.10 
F.., 41 miles fronu the Light. The catreme of Northuniberland Point reef bcars 8. 7.70.30 E., 3,5 miles 
venrly from the Light. Westward froin the Point the rects extend about one-third of a mile and brenk henvily 
when the wind is from the S. E. In one or two places it breaks further out but in uo place oxceeds hulf a mile . 

Struys Point is the outer estremo of a number of sand hills , and ns before stated , forms the Eastern born of 
Struys Bay . It bears from Northumberland l vint, which is the Western horn , N. 79 ° .30 E., 1l miles 
(cstinated ), and N.82.20 ° E., 15 miles from the Light llouse . This point is more dangerous than Northumberland 
Point, inasmuch as the reefs lie mich further off the shore , and there is no high land to enable the mariner 
to determine his position . Circumstances did not allow of this point being included in the Agulhas survey ; but 
during a strong South -easter it was remarked from the summit of the sand lills ucar the Point, thut tlic reef 
extended seaward about 3 miles , and was then breaking with firy . 

Like Northumberland Point, the color of the water off this point changes to Benward from brown to light, 
then dark green ; from which it may be inferred, together with the known shallownless of the water off Northim . 
berlnnd Puint, that the Lead as well as the color of the water , will always warn a ship of the approach of 
danger . 

Struys Ray is formed by Strups Point to the East and Northumberland Point to the West . The landing 
place is in a small bay or cove to the N. W. of Northumberland Point, sheltered by a projecting shelt of 
shingle from cach extremity of the cove. The jetty , coustructed from pieces of wreck, renders the landing 
easy ; but at the onter horns of the shingle there is only water sufficient for a bout at quarter flood in fine 
weather. Three or four buts at the liced of the jetty , point oul its position from the Bay. Immediately in 
the neighbourhood , on higher ground , is a stone dwelling -house , with a signal staff a few yards bchivd it , ternied 
the telegraph staff on the chart. 

3.- Instructions for Anchoring in Struys Bay , Currents, Tides , & c. 
The marks for anchoring are the large stone honse near the bench W. S., and the sandy extreme of 
Northumberland Puiut S. W. by S., in 5 fathoms sand . Here the bottom is clear, while to the westward and 
nearer to the rcef where the water is smoother the bottoni is foul,--socks interspersed with patches of snad . The 
latter is unsafe , the cable is liable tu snap from fouling the rochis , an accident that befel L. M. Vessel " Dee , ” 
while, lying there in a light South -westerly wiúd accompanied by the usual swell. 

Directions for Anchoring -Vessels from the westward , intending to anchor in this bay, should not bring 
the Light Ilouse to bear more Westerly than W.by N. N., until Northumberlnud Point bears N. W. N. Then 
steer N. N. E. or N. E. by N. until the stone house before mentioned bears W. N. W. This will lead clear of 
the outer detached reefs uit Northumberland Point. Proceed then to N. W. and bring the anchorage marks on , 

He light will not be visible from this anchoring ground , owing to the swell of the intervening laod .

Precautions respecting Struys Bay. --Shelter may be obtained in this bay during Westerly and Youth 
Westerly winds only . None is afforded with the wind between S. W. round to the Southward and East. 
With any of the laiter winds it is unsafe , if not impossible , to ride in this way , for the sea rises to such an extent 
As to break in 7 or 8 t Athoins, a circunstance that was remarked on two occasions while II . M. Steamer Idee " 
was standing off waiting for the weather to moderate to enable ber ti anchor . At the time of anchoring , 
although the wind hnd subsided for several hours, the water nearly broke in 7 fathomswhere the anchor wits 
let go, and at the place fron whence she had put to sen three days before infy fathoms, the sea was breaking 
heavily . As a general rule , ressels seeking shelter in this bay in a N. W. gule , should put to see immediately 
after it subsides : for the wind frequently changes in a few hours from a strong V. W. to a S. E. or South 
point; in which case it is very difficult to work out in consequence of the heavy see that rises with these winds, 

Current& .---During the examinations of the Coast ( Sept. 1818 ) no current was observed in Strnys Bay , 
nor about the coast 2 miles from the shore , As lar to the westward of Agulhas as the letter E. on the chart : bist 
it was confidently asserted by fishermen , and the residents at Struys Bay, that a very strong current frequently 
sets to the Westward round Northumberland Point. 

Tides . - Circumstances did not allow of the Tides being observed with due accuracy . Two copper plugs 
were let into rocks 8. W. of the Light llouse to mark the high and low water points nearly at Spring Tildes . 
The comparisons with these plugs on October 15 , 16 , 18 , 19, 8 , 29 , ( 1818 ), and an observation at the 
jetty in Struys Bay , on October 28 , give the establishinent, and rise and full, nearly similar to what prevail 
in Table Bay and Simon s Bay . 

Magnetic l ariation .--- This was determined by means of two Magnets , on the Ant ground between the 
Light House and Bench . The result (29° 20 W.) has been employed for the compass bearings , given in these 
Lustructions. 

4 .-- Description of the Light Apparatus . 
This Light is of the first or most brilliant class , and is the work of Mr. IIENRY 1 # l aire . li in 
constructed upon what is technically called the Dioptric principle . 

A hollow cylinder with a paraboloid top of about 19 feet in circumference , and 10 feet in height, is como 
posed ( omitting a duor wny ) of 28 horizontal tiers of glass and reflectors , tirmly tixed in n metallic frames 
work of six compartments ; so that cach tier is divided into six circular segments. 

The centre tier is a large hoop - shaped plano - convex lens, Il inches in depth . Vext, s tiers of circular 
prisis above and 8 below the centre lens. Then 7 siers of reflectors above and tiers below . Three- fourtles 
of the circumference of the cylinder is formed by this combination . The remaining qualrant which is towards the 
land, and its centre due Norih , serves for the door way into the cylinder ; but the door is lineal with two large 
concave metallic reflectors , ench two feet in breadth and three feet in height 

The burnar, consisting of four concentric Argand Wicks, 1 inches in clinmeter , is placed in the centre ut 
the cylinder in the focus of the large lens. It is supplied with oil by a force pump duven by cloch -worh ; and 
there is a simple contrivance, which gives notice by the ringing of n ball when the reservoir requires eo be replenished . 

The frame work of the Lenticular ( the name given to the whole combination ) is firinly attached to n cast iron 
circular floor, supported by a stem of cast -iron ; the lower end of which is let into a block of granite resting 
upon 

the crown of the supporting dome, where it ( the stone ) is surrounded by masonry . 

The theory of the lenticular may he understood , as follows : ---- The burner being in the focus of the 
plano conrex lens, the rays of light that impinge upon the inner plane surface, emerge outside horizontal. 

The bases of the prisms are perpendicular inside ; their apper planes are borizontal, and their lippe 
thienusal planes outside slaut downwards and in wards. The depth of ench bnse successively diminishes from 
inches to is inch in depth , in the order from the centre lens upwards and downwards, which is the order of the 
increasing inclination of the impinging rays from the burner. The effect of the prismatic form , is to turn thie 
rays, and to send them out horizontal, upon the saine prmciple loy which objects in « lorizontal direction in 
front of a Canicra Lucida are seen by looking down into it . 

The tiers of reflectors coinnicnce at the height and depression where the still greater inclination of the inde 
pinging rays from the burner would cANSC å prism tu decompose them in the horizontal direction into the 
prismatic or rainbow colours The reflectors are concave towards the lens, their curvatures increasing in thing 
recede from the centre leus. They reflect the rays that fall upon them to the prisms, whence they are sentwit 
horizontal. 

The two large reflectors behind on the inside of the door return the rays from their clirection to the Inric 
lens, through which they escape horizontal. 

Thus all the light from the burner , save the snall quantity that escapes up the chimncy glass, is beut into 
onc brilliant horizontal sheet to overspread the horizon . 

This splendid specimen of skill is protected by a Lantern 105 feet in dinmeter, or 33 fert in circumferiori , 
glazed with thick plate glass , and surmouuted by a copper dome, from which a lightning conductor of wore 
rope descends to the ground . 

The Light llouse was planned by Lieut. Colonel MICHELI , the late talented Surveyor ( eneral at the Conger , 
who made a journey to Paris for the express purpose of selecting the Lenticular Apparatus .

CAPE AGULHAS LIGHT. 
It has been thought advisable to ravorse . the logical order of the matter connected with the establishment 
of this Light, so that what is most wänted should appear first, and further information he had by reference to 
the particular headı. 
The adopted arrangement is as follows : 

1. General Sailing Instructions for Passing Agulhas. 
2. Description of the Land and Shore about Agulhas. 
3. Instructions for anchoring in Struys Bay, Currents , Tides , & c. 
4. Description of the Construction of the Light Apparatus . 

1. - General Sailing Instructions for Passing Agulhas.

The Light can be seen in clear weather in any direction seaward , betweon East and North West by West, 
at the distance of six longues from a deck 15 feet high. It is a steady whilo Light 

All the bearings mentioned are Magnetic, and all the distauces expressed in miles are Geographical, unless 
the contrary 

is stated . 
If a vossel from the Eastward passes Strays Point at the distance of 5 miles from the shore , and steers a 
W. by R. course exactly , she will pass the most southerly projectiou of the Northumberland Point Reef at 
the distaude of 47 miles , and the Light at the distance of 5 miles , and clear Gunner s Quoin . This is 
the limit Northward within which no sailing vessel should be found . It secures every advantage that could 
possibly be obtained by a closer course, and at that distance the Light will be brilliant. 

Precautions --In clear weather, the Light may be seeu, when 5 or 6 miles Erstoard of Struys Point, 
from a look - out at the height of 25 feet ; and if the vessel then should chance to be close in shore , by steering 
the above course , she might touch the shoal off Struys Point. To guard against this , when the Light is first 
seen , it should be brought immediately to bear W. by N .; and keeping this bearing of the Light, the vessel 
will pass 8 milar to the Southward of any dangor respecting Struys Poiut. 

Care should be taken when approaching the land before the Light is discovered , for in bazy weather, 
or from spray in a fresh breeze, combined with the distance of Strays Point (about 15 miles ), the Light may 
bo faint or altogether obroured , and the vessel may got within the line of danger. Under these circumstances, 
the Lead should not be neglected , and the depth should not be less than 20 fathoms, without putting about 
immediately to the South . 

The like precautions are required in the day time, particularly in foggy wenther ; for the high land of Agul 
has may be invisible , while the sand hills of Struys Bay and the breakers off Northumberland Poiat are dis 
tinctly peen . Da thone occasions it is difficult to determine whether the vessel is to the Eastward or Westward 
of Struga Point; because the shore features of the Bay Eastward of that Point, are similar to those of Struys 
Bay , although the catent is less . 

Sailing vessels in particular should adkere to the rules , for if it sbould fall calm , the heavy swell which 
constantly rolls towards the shore would carry them with it, and tho only resource, thnt of anchoring, would 
probably be of no avail from the rocky nature of the bottom , combined with the swell. The “ St. Muugo 
is said to have been wrested in this way . 

Coming from the Westward , the Light will be seen first on a 6. 57 ° 15 E. bearing . The extroine end 
of the low ground called Gamer s Quoin Point bears N. 52° 30 W.from the Light House , distant 19 : miles , but 
it is not visible from it . The sea was remarked breaking a long way off the Point .--- it will therefore be rie 
cosmary to keep off until the Light becomes visiblo . 

With the prepimtions bere given , there will be as little danger in rounding Agulhas as in rounding the Cape 
of Good Hope, or indeed any other head land . 

2. Description of the Land and Shore about Agulhas. 
Cape Agulhas is defined to be the rocky projection from the South East corner of the Agulhas Promontory , 
the centre of which Promontory is about 4th of a mile Westward of the projection , and about 200 yards more 
Southerly , being the most , Southern part of Africa , 
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Description of the Land . The features of the land about Agulhas distinguish it from the neighbouring head 
lauds. A ridge -sliaped undulating clump, rising from the flat ground, is separated into four ridge- shaped bills 
by irregular ravines running nearly true East and West. The middle ridges euter , wedge- like, at the East end , 
and are lost towards the centre , where the ravine widens to a mile in breadth . The middlo ridges are the 
lowest , the Northern and Southern are nearly of equal height. 

Viewed at a distance from the seaward , Easterly or Westerly , the North and Sonth elevations being seen 
nearly end on , resemble two oblong hummocks ; but the former extending more Easterly appears the highest 
As soen from the Eastward . 

Viewed at a distance from the Southward , the South ridge masks the dtbera , save at their East end ; but 
the reines being hid , the whole appear to be united ( only the South and middle ridges are noticed on the 
chart. They are all given on Col. MICHELL « plan .) 

The highest part of the South ridge is 455 feet above the level of the sea , and its true meridional distance 
from the shore is almost exactly ono mile. From this point the descent Lastward is rather gradual. Westward 
the descent is at first steep , then slightly undulates. Southward it is steep, then undulates to within 300 yards 
of the shore , where the ground becomes lat . 

On the first undulation from the shore , which is about 55 feet above the level of the sea , nearly true 
South of the highest point before mentioned , and N. 300 W., 520 yards from Cape Agulhas, the Light House 
is built , 

This spot was selected by the Masters of H. M. Ships President, Brilliant and Rosamond , (Measrs. 
REEB, Russel and ASHTON ), under the command of Capt. Foote, R. N., in conjunction with Lieut. Colonel 
MICHELL . 

The Light commands to seaward between E. and N. W. by W., or more correctly , E. to N. 57° 15 W. 

Description of the Shore. - West of the Agulhas Promontory the shore bends North -westerly , then round 
to the bead - land called Gunner s Quoin , forming an jrregular shallow incurration of about 19 miles in breadth . 
Immediately to the E. N. E. of the Promontory are two deep. indentations. The first called St. Mungo s 
inlet. The next is deeper and wider , and the projection which separates them is called St. Mungo s Point. 
From the last inlet the shore runs jagged to the dangerous projection called Northumberland Point, the site of 
the wreck of the ship “ Duke of Northumberland ," which Point forms the west horn of Struys Bay . 

The whole of the beach , from the west of the Agulhas Promontory to Northumberland Point, consists 
of rugged sand stone and quartz rocks, or rocky reel, perfectly impracticable even for a bont. At the Promontory 
groups of rock prevail ; at the Cape, rocks, and rocky reef , extending out a third of a mile . At the inlets , flat 
rocky reef exposed at low water for a third of a mile ; thence rocky to Northumberland Point, where it is sand 
aud reof. 

Exposed to the uninterrupted oscillations of the Southern Oocan , the sea breaks heavy on this iron bound 
shore , particularly during Southern winds. A vessel touching upon it , has not the slightest chance of escaping 
destruction . 

The coast between Northumberland Point , and Struys Point, viz ., of Struys Bay , is low and sandy , but a 
short distance from the beach , there is a line of sand hills varying from 50 to 150 feet in boight, some of them 
corcred with dark coloured bush , a feature thint distinguishes the coast from Struys Point to the next Point 
Eastward of it . There is no high land sufficiently near to interfere with the distinguishing character of the hills 
Northward of Agulhas, as viewed from the seaward . 

Northumberland Point hears Enst from the Light 3 $ miles . It is low and sandy immediately on the beach ; 
but a very dangerous ledge of rocks extends $ . 370.30 E., 1 mile from the Point, and a detached rock was 
fixed by intersection while breaking, which places it S. 589.30 E., 14 miles from the Point ; and S. 810.40 
E., 44 miles from the Light. The extreme of Northumberland Point reef bears 8. 77º.30 E., 370 miles 
nearly from the Light. Westward from the point the reefs extend about one-third of a mile and break hervily 
when the wind is from the 8. E. In one or two places it breaks further out but in no place exceeds half a mile . 

Struys Point is the outer extreme of a number of sand hills, and as before stated , forms the Eastern horn of 
Struys Bay . It bears from Northumberland Point, which is the Western horn , N. 79° .30 E., 11 miles 
(estimated ), and N.82° 20 E., 15 miles from the Light House . This point is more dangerous than Northumberland 
Point, inasmuch as the reefs lie much further off the shore , and there is no high land to enable the mariner 
to determine his position . Circumstances did not allow of this point being included in the Agulhas survey ; but 
during a strong South -easter it was remarked from the summit of the sand lills uear the Point, that thio reef 
extended seaward about 3 miles, and was then breaking with fury . 

Like Northumberland Point, the color of the water off this Point changes to seaward from brown to light, 
then dark green ; from which it 

may be inferred , together with the known shallowness of the water off Northum 
berland Point, that the Lead as well as the color of the water , will always warn ship of the approach of 
danger. 

Struys Bay is formod by Struys Point to the East and Northumberland Point to the West. The landing 
place is in a small bay or cove to the N. W. of Northumberland Point, sheltered by a projecting shelf of 
shingle from each extremity of the cove . The jetty , constructed from pieces of wreck, renders the landing 
casy , but at the outer horns of the shingle there is only , water sufficient for a boat at quarter food in fine 
weather . Three or four buts at the head of the jetty , point out its position from the Bay. Immediately in 
the neighbourhood , on higher ground , is a stone dwelling -house , with a signal staff a fow yards behind it, termed 
the telegraph staff on tho chart. 

3.- Instructions for Anchoring in Struys Bay, Currents, Tides , & c. 
The marks for anchoring are the Inrge stone house near the beach W. 1 8., and the sandy extreme of 
Northumberland Point 8. W. by S., in 5 fathoms sand . Here the bottom is clear, while to the westward and 
ncarer to the reef where the water is smoother the bottom is foul. - rocks interspersed with patches of sand . The 
latter is unsafe , the cable is liable to soap from fouling the rocks, an accident that befel H. M. Vessel “ Dee," 
while, lying there in a light South -westerly wind accompanied by the usual swell .. 

Directions for Anchoring ... Vessels from the westward, intending to anchor in this bay, should not bring 
the Light llous to bear more Westerly than W. by N. N., until Northumberland Point bears N. W. N. Then 
steer N. N. E. or N. E. by N. until the stone house before mentioned bears W. N. W. This will lead clear of 
the outer detnched reefs of Northumberland Point. Proceed then to N. W. and bring the anchorage marks on . 

The light will not be visible from this anchoring ground , owing to the swell of the intervening land. 
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Precautions respecting Strwys Bay - Shelter may be obtained in this bay during Westerly , and North 
Westerly winds only . Noue is afforded with the wind between 8. W. round to the Southward and East . 
With any of the initer winds it is unsafe , if not impossible , do ride in this bay, for the sea risas to such an extent 
as to break in 7 or 8 fathoms, a circumstance that was temarked on two occasions whila H. M. Steamer Dee " 
was standing off waiting for the weather to moderate to emble hor to anchor . At the time of anchoring, 
although the wind had , subsided for several hours, the water nearly broke in 7 fathomis where the anchor was 
let go ; and at the place from branne uke kind put to sea tarea days before ia 4+ Fathoms, the son was breaking 
hensily .

24 miles from the shore , 4 far to the westward of Agulhas as the letter E. on the chart : but 
it was conAdently ,assorted by fahariwene and the residents at Straps Bay , that a pery strong current frequently 
sets to the Westward round Northumberland Point 

Tider - Circumstances did not allow of the Tides being observed with due accuracy : Two copper plugs 
were let iuto rooks 8. W. of the Light . House to mark the high and low water points nearly at Spring Tides . 
The comparisons with these plugs on October 15 , 16 , 18 , 19, 28 , 29 , ( 1848 ), and no obnorvation at the 
jetty in Strays Bay , on October 28 , give the establishment, and rise and fall, nearly similar to what prevails 
in Table Bay and Simon s Bay. 

Magnetic Pariation . This was determined by means of two Magnets , on the fat ground between the 
Light House and Bench . The result (29° 20 W.) has been employed for the compass bearings, giveu in those 
Instructions. 

4.- Description of the Light Apparatus. 
This Light is of the first or most brilliant class , and is the work of Mr. HENRY LÉ PAUTE . It is 
constructed upon what is technically called the Dioptric principle . 

A hollow cylinder with a paraboloid top of about 19 feet in circumference, and 10 feet in height, is com 
posed ( omitting n door way ) of 28 horisontal tiers of glass and reflectors, firmly fixed in a motallic frame 
work of six compartments ; 80 that each tier is divided into six circular seginents . 

The centre tier is a large hoop -shaped plano -convex lens, 11 inches in depth . Next, 8 tiers of circular 
prisms above and 8 below the centre lens. Then 7 tiers of reflectors above and 4 tiers below . Three- fourths 
of the circumference of the cylinder is forroed by this combination . The remaining quadrant which is towards the 
Innd , and its centre dne North , serves for the door way into the cylinder ; but the door is lined with two large 
concave metallic reflcctors, each two feet in breadth and three feet in height. 

The burner, consisting of four concentric Argand Wicks, 4 inches in diameter, is placed in the centre of 
the cylinder in the focus of the large lens. It is supplied with oil by a force pump driven by clock -work ; and 
there is a simple contrivance , which gives notice by the ringing of a bell when the reservoir requires to be replenished . 

The frame work of the Lenticular ( the name given to the whole combination ) is firmly attached to a cast-iron 
circular floor , supported by a stem of cast- irort ; the lower end of which is let into a block of granite resting 
upon the crown of the supporting dome, where it (the stone) is surrounded by masonry. 

The theory of the Lenticular may be understood , as follows :-- The bumer boing in the focus of the 
plano- convex lens, the rays of light that impinge upon the inner plane surface, emergo outside horisontal. 

The bases of the prisms are perpendicular inside ; their upper planes aro horizontal , and their hypo 
thenusal planes outside slant downwards and inwards. The depth of ench base successively diminishes from 3 
inches to if inch in depth , in the order from the centre leus upwards and downwards , which is tho order of the 
increasing inclination of the impinging rays from the burner . The effect of the prismatic form , is to turn the 
rays, and to send them out horizontal, upon the same principle by which objects in a horizontal direction in 
front of a Camera Lucida are seen by looking down into it. 

The tiers of reflectors commence at the height and depression where the still greater inclination of the im 
pinging rays from the burner would cause a prism to decompose them in the horizontal direction into the 
prismatic or rainbow colours . The reflectors are concave towards the lens, their curvatures increasing as they 
recede from the centre lens. They reflect the rays that fall upon them to the prisms, whence they are sont out 
horizontal. 

The two largo reflectors behind on the inside of the door return the rays from their direction to the largo 
lens, through which they escape horizontal . 

Thus all the light from the burner, save the small quantity that escapes up the chimney glass, is bent into 
one brilliant horizontal sbect to overspread the horizon . 

This splendid specimen of skill is protected by a Lantern 104 feet in diameter , or 33 feet in circumference , 
glazed with thick plate glass , and surmounted by a copper dome, from which a lightning conductor of wire 
rope descends to the ground . 

The Light House was planned by Lieat. Colonel MICHELL, the late talented Surveyor General at the Cape, 
who made a journey to Paris for the express purpose of selecting the Lenticular Apparatus. 

It may be proper to mention, that the Tower of the Light House is to be painted, and will show alternate 
horizontal bands of white and red , two of each .

llouse are derived from the position of the Observatory . Thus the Light is an exact Geographical Point.

follows : 

1. The Governor of Fort St. George in Council 
may, from time to time, whenever he shall see fit , 
depute a Member of the Board of Revenue to per 
forin alone, in any of the Districts of that Presi 
dency, all or any of the duties which by the Gene 
ral Regulations and Laws of the Prcsidency belong 
to the Board of Revenue collectively , 

II. When a special Conimission shall be given

NOTIFICATION .-- The following Circular letter 
is published for general information : 
Circulær to Commissioners of Police in the N. W. P. 

The attention of the Gorarnment has been late 
ly drawn to the loknes suffered by the mercantile 
cummunity in consequence of the wreck , or burn . 
ing of boxts laden with merchandize . Apprehen 
sions exist that there are often occanioned either 
by the misconduct of the boatmen or by the rapa 
city of the inhabitants along the river banks , who 
thus endeavour to conceal the crime of which they 
have been guilty . 

2nd . You are therefore requested to call upon 
the Magistrates in your Division to exercise the 
greatest vigilance on such occasions. Enquiry 
must always be made into the cause of such events , 
and a report furnished by the Police Darogha to 
the Magistrate . 

3rd . Whenever m the complaint of the Chu 
rundar, or Officer in charge of the boat on the 
part of the Owners of the Cargo , or from any 
other sufficient cause , there be reason to suppose 
that the loss or drstruction of the bont is owing . 
to the wilful misconduct of the boatmen , or the 
violence of lawless depredators ; a searching enquiry 
should be mude into the circumstances , and the 
suspected perrons should be arrested , and dealt 
with us the law directa . Every means must also 
be taken for the preservation of the goods which 
are saved from the bout. For this purpose the 
Churundur should not be unnecessarily interfered 
with , but he must be supported and protected in 
the discharge of hiæ duty . If there be not present 
any Churundar, or person empowered to act for the 
Owners, the Police must themselves take charge of 
the goods. 

4th . In order the better to enable the Owners 
of goods to keep a check on their Agents , and to 
inform themselves of the real cause of the longes 
they may sustuin , they will be invited whenever 
they hear of the luss of a boat, to address to the 
Magistrate, post paid , a communication either in 
English or Oordoo , in tho form attached to this 
letter. The Magistrate , w whom it is addressed , 
will cause a brief extract to be drawn up in his 
Office , explaining in Oordvo the circumstances of 
the case , so far as they can be ascertained , and 
will forward it for the iuforination of the Owner 
through the Magistrate of the district in which 
he muy 

reside. 
5th . You will be careful to see that these 
instructions are followed , and you will especially 
notice cases of this nature in your Annual Report. 

6th . You will also enjoin on the Magistrates 
the necessity for using every precaution that the 
vigilanee, which will now be exercised for the re 
pression of wrong , be not made the means of 
petty extortion from well conducted and unoffend 
ing travellcrs or traders.
